Carsten 
led an all-Suzuki sweep in the 125cc 
Pro class, besting Joel Dengler and 
Carlo Coen. 


Ron Tichenor (Suz) swept both motos 
at the All Japan National MX Champi- 
onship Series finale, held September 31 
and October 1 at Fujisawa Sports Land 
in Iwata, Japan. Kohji Ohkawara

Mike Hale made it official on Monday, 
October 2, that he has indeed signed a 
contract to race a Promotor Ducati in 
the 1996 World Superbike Champi- 
onship.

GP, title to Nielsen 





Ermolenko across the finish line in the A Final 
to win the first-ever British Grand Prix at 
Hackney Stadium in London, England on Septem- 
ber 30 while Denmark's Hans Nielsen (right) was 
crowned as the first World Individual Speedway 
Series Champion at the same event after finishing 
second in the B Final to American Billy Hamill. 
Almost as important as his victory was the fact 
that Hancock's performance secured him a place in 
the top eight for a direct seed into the 1996 World 
Grands Prix. Coming into the night, Hancock was 
under pressure from Sweden's Henka Gustafsson 
for an automatic GP place, but the Californian 
responded in emphatic style with a superb display 
that saw him lead all scorers with 13 points for a

I thoroughly enjoyed your letter to the 
Honda Motor Company. Watching 
Bubba Shobert and Ricky Graham was 
a pleasure eclipsed only by Kenny 
Roberts in his dirt track heyday. His 
battles aboard his Yamaha against 
Dick O'Brien's Harley-Davidson 
teams of Gary Scott, Randy Goss, Ted 
Boody, Mert Lawwill, Rex 
Beauchamp, Corky Keener and a 
youthful Jay Springsteen will to me be 
always remembered as the golden era 
of Grand National Championship rac- 
ing. 

And Roberts wasn't alone. Ron 
Wood had David Aldana and Alex Jor- 
gensen riding the best-looking Norton 
you'll ever see. After Gary Scott left 
Harley-Davidson, he rode a mid-'60s 
Triumph to five consecutive Ascot TT 
National wins. Scott Brelsford rode a 
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Kawasaki triple on the mile with suc- 
cess and Roberts himself rode a dirt- 
track framed TZ700 to victory in Indi- 
anapolis. I can still hear Roxy 
Rockwood exhorting cheers from the 
crowd as he called out the different 
brands in the main event. 

Unfortunately, dirt track racing 
doesn't sell many motorcycles. The 
Inter-Am Motocross Series of the late 
'60s ushered in the popularity of 
motocross in the U:S. European racers 
such as Roger DeCoster and Joel 
Robert enjoyed great popularity. 
Sales of motocross bikes such as 
Husqvarna and CZ skyrocketed. The 
mid-’70s brought us production road 
racing, the forerunner of superbike 
racing. This sold a lot of Kawasaki, 
Suzuki and Honda motorcycles. 
Yamaha and Kenny Roberts went rac- 
ing in Europe, where he dethroned 
Suzuki and its World Champion, 
Barry Sheene. Yamaha sales in 
Europe soared as a result. Freddie 
Spencer, Eddie Lawson and Wayne 
Rainey followed suit, winning and 
selling. 

We must remember that racing is 
not only a sport, but a business as 
well. Racing develops motors, frames, 
tires, etc. It also sells motorcycles and 
accessories. Honda must have con- 
cluded that the expense of dirt track 
racing just wasn't economically viable 
- as evidenced by the short production 
life of its two Ascot street bikes - the 
FT500 and the VT500. 

It's too bad we don't have the diver- 
sity we once did. I do hope Honda 
offers some form of support. But can 
we really expect it? I don't think so. 
But with the increased exposure of 
Grand National racing on TV, any- 
thing is possible. Let's hope so. Thanks 
again for your article.

AMA Grand National Championship Series

SACRAMENTO, CA, SEPT. 30 
or the 16,804 fans who filled the 
seats and lined the fence on the 
floor of the main grandstand at 
the Cal-Expo State Fairgrounds, 
the Kragen Auto Parts/Valvoline Sacra- 
mento Mile was not unlike an Aero- 
smith concert. . 

To wit: fans of the New England- 
based rockers pay their hard-earned 
money year after year to go see the same 
show, listen to the same songs per- 
formed for the millionth time by singer 
Steven Tyler, guitarist Joe Perry et al, 
and come away raving at how much 
better it was than the last time. The 
same could be said for the mile. Since 
1989, motorcycle fans have payed their 
hard-earned money to come and see the 
same old high-speed boogie put on by 
veterans and Harley-Davidson factory 
teammates Chris Carr and Scott Parker, 
and have consistently witnessed some of 
the closest finishes in Grand National 
history - regardless of the outcome. 

True to audience expectations, the 
41st running of the Sacramento Mile 
was more of the same, and this time it 
was Carr who took center stage as he 
rocked and rolled his way past Parker 
right at the finish line to score career 
Grand National victory number 34 in 
front of what is essentially his home- 
town crowd. 

Instead of loud music, it was the rau- 
cous, ground-pounding rumbling of 
high performance V-twin engines that 
blared on the mile as Carr and Parker 
hung back in third and fourth place 
while engaging in a four-man jam ses- 
sion with Johnny and Sarah Goad/USC 
Racing’s Terry Poovey and TCR/Ben 
Ford/Supertrapp’s Kevin Atherton for 
20 of the 25 laps. Parker and Carr then 
upped the pace at the five-lap sign for a 
duet to the finish. Parker elected to play 
the lead on the final lap while Carr kept 
time behind him through the final turns 


_ and drafted past to claim victory by lit- 
| tle more than a wheel length. The win 





was a sweet one for the road racer /dirt 
tracker. 

^Winning at home is big for me, 
because I get a lot of friends who come 
here that can't afford to see me at any of 
the other places we go," Carr said. "So 
it's nice to do well in front of them. Plus, 
I like the track at Sacramento. It suits my 
style because it's more of a finesse track. 
Besides, you never know, this may be 
my last race ever at Sacramento." 

Carr was alluding to the fact that he 
is currently in negotiation with Harley- 
Davidson to focus all of his attention on 
the VR1000 and the AMA Superbike 
National Championship in 1996. If the 
29-year-old Californian has his way, see- 
ing him cross the finish line anywhere 
on a Harley-Davidson XR750 could be a 
rare sight indeed. 

Though he has already clinched the 
championship, Parker was still looking 
to break his own record of 10 victories in 
a single season, and a win at Sacramento 
would have given Parker number nine 
of the year. The 33-year-old Michigan- 
der was on pace to do just that as he ran 
around behind Poovey, Atherton and 
Carr before making his presence known 
on lap 10. Parker then played the same 
draft game that he has played with Carr 
for the past five years only to be out of 
place - and in the lead - off turn four, 
coming up short at the finish line. 

"Those guys jumped on me the first 
lap," Parker said. “I was pushin’, tryin’ 
to get up with him (Carr). Then we buf- 
faloed back and forth, and Chris just 
elected to follow me through three and 
four. Hey, it’s a run to the line. You 
never know what's gonna happen." 

Though he tried to stay in the rhythm 
section with his former Harley team- 
sters, Atherton had to settle for third at 
the line. The youngster set the pace 
early with Poovey and appeared to 
remain in the hunt through lap 20 after 
having led several times. Then his tires 
gave way on the abrasive Sacramento 
clay, forcing him to fight for traction in 
the late going while Carr and Parker, 
who had conserved their rubber to that 
point, simply pulled away. 








“T can sum it up in five words: I led 
too many laps," Atherton said. "I've 
done this before - wore my tires out 
before the race was over. I told myself to 
wait, but we were going so fast. First it 
was Poovey, then Carr and Parker. I 
wanted to win it bad, but third is better 
than fourth, so I'm happy." 

Poovey was equally happy with 
fourth place aboard his personal, Teddy 
Poovey-tuned Honda RS750 mile spe- 
cial. The perennial privateer, whose last 
win came on the Louisville Half Mile in 
1985, showed serious muscle early in the 
main event, leading the first three laps 
and then remaining in the chase for 
about 15 more until his tread all but 
burned away. Nonetheless, the soft-spo- 
ken Texan was satisfied with his first 
top-five finish of the year. 

“T haven't had a good night in a 
while, so this makes me feel good," 
Poovey said. "Everything worked good. 
The bike handled good all night, and all 
the tracks should be like this one. I 
thought I could do it (win) again. I was 
excited." 

Midwestern mile specialist and 1995 
Du Quoin Mile winner Dave Camlin 
turned in a lonely fifth-place finish 
aboard his Eaken Racing/Wiebler's 
Harley-Davidson XR750. After starting 
in seventh place, the diminutive, Illinois 
native gunned his way past Loral Lake 
Racing's Ronnie Jones and American 
Honda's Mike Hale, then spent the next 
24 laps trying to run down the lead 
quartet. Camlin appeared to inch his 
way toward the front-runners, but with- 
out a drafting partner to lend a helping 
hand, Camlin was stuck in place to the 
end. 

"I'm happy with fifth,” Camlin said. 
“It was abrasive as hell out there. I 
passed Hale, and when I drafted by 
him, they (the leaders) were already 10 
lengths up. I just could not gain on 
them. But we moved into 10th place in 
the points, and (Mike) Hacker didn't 
make it in, so we're nine points,up on 
him." 

With Parker having a lock on this 
year's title chase, all eyes are on Carr,

who is now seriously threatening to take 
second place in the standings away from 
Garvis Honda's Rich King. Carr's victo- 
ry combined with King's off-form 11th 
place showing at Sacramento has 
allowed the 1992 Grand National Cham- 
pion to pull to within 16 marks of the 
steady-riding Iowan. Carr now trails 
King, 204-188, and he is not the only one 
with a mathematical shot at second 
place - R&R Racing's Will Davis sits 
fourth with 177, and Atherton is fifth 
with 171. But Carr is on his home turf 
now, and he's on a mission. 

"Second place is not out of the realm 
of possibility now,” Carr said. “To make 
up half the points deficit in one race 
helped. I think that getting second 
would be a good accomplishment con- 
sidering I’ve missed six races.” 


HEATS 


Heat one played host to the same 
Parker/Carr battle that would close the 
show, only with different results. Parker 
blasted his works XR off the line to lead 
the 130-mph parade for all 10 laps, fin- 
ishing some 20 lengths over Carr in the 
fastest qualifier of the night. H-D Cen- 
tral/ Frontier Harley-Davidson's Dale 
Jenneman surprised more than a few of 
his heat-race competitors by running a 
solid third, but like them, he would 
have to make the show via the semis. 

“I didn't plan to run away with that 
one,” Parker said afterward. “It just 
worked out that way. I got a good 
holeshot, and we all ran the same speed, 
but I know that the main event will be a 
whole different race.” 

“In the heat race you go balls-to-the- 
wall for 10 laps to test your tires, and 
that dictates have you're going to run 
the main event," Carr said. "I got 
hooked up with Dale Jenneman on the 
first few laps. Dale was going good. 
Once I got by him, Scott had already 
pulled to a five-bike-length lead. It pret- 
ty much stayed the same from there." 

F&S Harley-Davidson/KK Supply's 
Steve Morehead nailed the start in heat 
two, but the “Findlay Flyer" was quick- 
ly overtaken by Camlin, Poovey and 


Eaken Racing/LA Racing’s Larry 
Pegram. The three riders then drafted 
their way clear of Morehead and 
engaged in a three-rider sprint to the 
finish, with Poovey being in the right 
place at the line for the win. 

"I thought I had them covered,” 
Poovey said. "We'll put a different tire 
on in the main event, but that's about 
it." 

Camlin pulled off one of the more the 
heroic maneuvers of the evening by rail- 
ing past Pegram and Poovey in turn 
three to lead off the last corner before 
falling back to second at the stripe. 

Heat three featured a two-rider dog- 
fight between the Honda of Jones and 
Eddie Adkins/Winchester Harley- 
Davidson's XR-mounted Kenny Cool- 
beth Jr. The 1993 rookie of the year has 
clawed his way into the top 20 of late, 
and he appeared to have Jones figured 
out in the heat race, drafting him at the 
line to lead each lap. But the crafty Okla- 
homan didn't tip his entire hand until 
the last lap when he switched up on the 
youngster and forced him to lead into 
turn three. Jones then drew alongside 
Coolbeth on front straight and got the 
nod in a photo-finish at the line. 

"He was running it in deeper than I 
figured I could get in there, and he ran it 
off the groove, so I guess it was harder 
than he could too," Jones said. "I was 
drafting by him on the back straight and 
he was drafting by me on the front 
straight, so I just set him up and waited 
on him on the back straight." 

After facing an early threat from a 
solid-running Hale, Atherton turned on 
the burners in heat four to take a run- 
away victory. The reigning Indy Mile 
champ was clearly pushing it as he sped 
to the Scott Zimmerman checkered flag 
to finish several lengths abreast of the 
Texan road racer, who was enjoying his 
second - and final - outing on the ex- 
Bubba Shobert Honda RS750 miler (see 
Briefly). 

"That was basically a tire test to see 
how good or bad it was going to be," 
Atherton said. ^We looked at it, and we 
know that we're going to need to be 
conservative in the main event." 


SEMIS 


Jenneman picked up where he left off 
in the first heat race with another bril- 
liant performance in the first semi, top- 
ping Morehead and Deeley Harley- 
Davidson's Steve Beattie, who pulled off 
a courageous final curve to catch and 
pass TCR/Ben Ford /Supertrapp's Dan 
Butler for the final transfer spot. 

Michigan madman Garth Brow 
topped semi number two on TCR's 
“test” miler, besting the Hondas of 
Davis and King to gain entry into the 
main. 

Pegram was on the gas to take the 
win ahead of USC Racing's Kevin 
Varnes and Roeder H-D / Red Line Oil's 
Geo Roeder II in the third semi, a race 
which was low-lighted by a potentially 
disasterous collision between Bartels' 
Harley-Davidson's Jay Springsteen and 
the returning Ted Taylor. The two were 





battling for a transfer spot when they 
came together in turn three, sending 
both riders off the groove and Springer 
into the hày bales. Miraculously, the 
three-time champion stayed on the gas 
and powered his way out of danger, but 
he was forced to pull off with a dislocat- 
ed pinky finger on his left hand. 

“I don't know how I saved it," an 
excited Springer said. "Somebody 
drilled me, and then I was in the hay 
bales, but I pulled out of it. I looked 
down and saw that my, pinky was out 
of joint, so I just popped 'er back in 
before I pulled in." 


GRAND NATIONAL 


By virtue of his fast heat win, Parker 
had the first choice of starting positions 
at the line and chose the extreme outside 
to start on a groove that had clearly not 
yet seen all the rubber it was going to. 
Carr, meanwhile, elected to start on the 
inside pole, several feet away from his 
nearest competitor. 

"There was moisture down there," 
Carr said. "I didn't want to start in the 
fuzzy stuff." 

Poovey got a big holeshot when the 
light turned green, but as the field 
poured into turn one, King and Jenne- 
man smacked together and tumbled into 
the hay bales, bringing out a red flag. 
King got up immediately, and Jenneman 
was conscious and moving around as he 
lay on the track, but the Nebraskan was 
taken by ambulance to a nearby hospital 
where he was treated and released. 

On the restart, Poovey again blasted 
into the lead followed by Atherton, Carr 
and Parker. Hale, Jones and Camlin 
were in the hunt as well, but the pace 
was quickly established by the front 
four. 

Poovey was able to lead by a wheel 
at the line on the first three laps before 
Atherton got an excellent drive off of 
turn four to lead lap five. Poovey battled 
right back to head the fifth lap while 
Carr broke through on lap six. 

"Those guys (Atherton and Poovey) 
were roaching their tires," Carr said. "I 
could smell the rubber burning off of 
them." 

Atherton then led again for two more 
laps before losing ground as Carr took 
the lead on lap nine and Parker put a 
heart-stopping move on both Poovey 
and Atherton to go from fourth to sec- 
ond in turn one. The champion took 
control of the race for the first time on 
lap 10. 

"I was trying to set it up as best I 
could," said Parker, whose conservative 
pace left him with plenty of tire to step 
up the pace in the late going. "I wasn't 
getting into three and four as good as I 
wanted to." 

Atherton was still blazing in an 
attempt to seize control of the pace and 
led another pair of laps before falling 
behind Carr at tlie halfway point and 
then both factory riders on lap 14. 
Poovey started dropping back ever so 
slightly. 

“I burned the tire up," Poovey said. 
“I knew it was the tire, because I was

getting so loose comin' off the corner. 
But I was still hopin' that they were 
going to slip of the groove, and then I'd 
win the race because they were going at 
it so hard." 

In the meantime, Camlin had broken 
free to run alone in fifth while Pegram 
fought to gain control of a second pack 
containing Hale, Coolbeth, Jones and 
Davis. 


Up front, Parker remained in control å 


for five straight laps, hinting that he had 
more than enough on reserve to get the 
job done at the finish. Carr and Atherton 
hung tough and each took a turn in the 
lead on laps 19 and 20. But then starter 
Zimmerman flashed the five-lap sign, 
and that was the factory duo's cue to get 
it on. Parker and Carr jockeyed back 
and forth for three laps, with Parker 
holding the front-straight draft advan- 
tage on laps 20 through 23. Atherton 
dropped back, and any hope that he 
might have had for victory perished on 
the last lap as his former teammates got 
an excellent drive off turn four to all but 
guarantee a 1-2 factory finish. 

Parker held the lead with Carr in his 
draft on the last lap, leaving it up to the 
"92 champion to decide whether or not 
to attempt a pass on the final run down 
the back chute and lead through three 
and four. Carr elected to follow. 

”Every time I or anyone else led off 
the corner, they were a sitting duck,” 
Carr said. “I chose not to be the duck.” 

Parker then exercised his only 
option, running it into four as deep as 
he could in the hope that Carr would 
not be able to make up the gap on the 
front straight. It wasn’t enough. 

“I wanted to run it in even harder, " 
Parker said. "But I didn't want to fall of 
the groove and give it to him. Maybe I 
should have. Still, I thought maybe I got 
him, but he came around at the last sec- 
ond." 

Carr remained tucked in tight and 
motored by on the front straight to 
claim his eighth Sacramento Mile victo- 


n 
“I looked back on lap 23 and 24 and 





saw that Kevin was pretty far behind 
us," Carr said. "I knew it was going to 
be Scotty and me. There's a good 
chance that this could be the last one I 
ride here, and to be able to win makes it 
that much more special. Almost as spe- 
cial as winning my first mile National 
here." 

If in fact this Sacramento mile was 
indeed his last one, then Chris Carr 
should be at peace with himself, secure 
in the knowledge that he gave the fans 
what they came to see. This farewell 
tour stop will go down in motorcycle 
history books as a success. 


883 NATIONAL 


The AMA 883cc National main event 
turned out to be an excellent opening act 
for the Grand National finale as no less 
than three riders had a chance for victo- 
ry at the finish. Key in the chase were 
Spectro/Moroney's/Dunlop rider Mike 
Hacker, and the Bartels'-backed Spring- 
steen, who came to Sacramento with a 
13-point lead over the 19-year-old Vir- 
ginian. 

Hacker, Modesto Harley-Davidson's 
Matt Wait and the Bartels' trio of 
Springsteen and brothérs Ben and Eric 
Bostrom set the early pace, drafting for 
position while Riders Harley-David- 
son's Lance Jones put forth a Herculean 
effort to catch the lead draft after com- 
ing from well down in the field. 

A red flag halted the proceedings on 
lap 10 when John Wincewicz crashed, 
giving all of the entrants a chance to 
regroup. On the second green light 
Hacker, Wait and Eric Bostrom began to 
run at the front while Springsteen, Ben 
Bostrom and Jones were factored out of 
the chase. On the final lap, Bostrom led 
it off the corner with Hacker in second 
and Wait in third. Hacker slipped to the 
inside to claim an important victory - his 
third in the series - while Wait just beat 
Bostrom for second place. 

^On the last lap I was thinking that I 
was just going to hang back," Hacker 
said. “But then Eric Bostrom came by 
me and I had to develop a new game

plan. I still want to do good on the 750, 
but I really want to win that 883 Nation- 
al Championship now. I know it's 
gonna be tough." 

That may be, but Hacker's win com- 
bined with Springsteen's seventh-place 
result has allowed the Moroney's rider 
to pull right up alongside the three-time 
Grand National champion in the points 
race. Springsteen leads Hacker by a sin- 
gle point with two rounds left. Unlike 
the 750cc class, this championship battle 
should go to the wire. «N

JELENIA GORA, POLAND, SEPT. 18-23 
he “I” in ISDE might just as 
well stand for “Italy.” After all, 
the Italians pretty much rule the 
sport, at least as of late. For the 
second year in a row, and for the third 
time in the last four years, a six-man 
team from Italy emerged victorious at 
what is one of the most prestigious 
motorcycle sporting events in the world 
- certainly in the off-road arena - the 
International Six Day Enduro, this year 
held in the former Eastern Bloc nation of 
Poland. 

Despite seeing some of Italy’s - as 
well as the world’s - best enduro riders 
withdraw from the event shortly before 
it started due to internal team politics, 
the Italians were still able to hurriedly 
put together a team good enough to 
give their country its 10th ISDE title 
since the first event was held in 1913 in 
Scotland. Perhaps the most notable Ital- 
ian who did not compete was 250cc 
World Enduro Champion Giovani Sala, 
a former ISDE overall winner. But the 
absence of Sala did not hurt the team in 
the long run. 

“We have many good riders,” said 
Tulio Pelligrinelli, a member of the win- 
ning Italian Trophy team. “Just like how 
America rules supercross with guys like 
Jeremy McGrath, we do the same but 
with enduros.” 

The Italian Trophy team, consisting 
of Pelligrinelli, Gianmarco Rossi, Arnal- 
do Nicoli, Giorgio Grasso, Giuseppe 
Gallino and Paolo Fellegara, jumped out 
to an early lead after day one but could 
never really relax until the final moto in 
the MX special test on day six was over, 
because the French Trophy team was 
nipping at their heels the whole way. 
But when it was all over, the Italians 
proudly waved their country’s red, 
white and green flag high in front of the 
thousands of people who turned out for 
the final day’s activities. Only slightly 
more than 200 points separated Italy 
from runner-up France, a far cry from 
the 700-plus cushion the Italians had 
over Sweden last year when they won in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma. A distant third went 
to next year’s ISDE host country of Fin- 
land. 

And what about the U.S. Trophy 
team? Well, it was pretty much the same 
old song and dance for the Stars and 
Stripes - a country still seeking its first 
ISDE Trophy team victory. The capable 
U.S. squad, made up of five-time 
National Enduro Champion Randy 
Hawkins, National Reliability Enduro 
Champion Rodney Smith, defending 
National Enduro Champion Steve 
Hatch, ISDE veterans Chris Smith and 
Jason Dahners, and ISDE rookie Greg 
Zitterkopf, was running a promising 
fifth for much of the week before prob- 
lems struck, something the U.S. is all too 
familiar with at the Six Days. A mechan- 
ical failure put Hatch out of the running 
on a rainy and gray day four, while a 
gummed-up throttle, combined with 
muddy conditions and the flu, saw Zit- 
terkopf drop more than 30 route points 
on the same day. The U.S. team started 
day five in 10th and would stay there til 
the end. 

The U.S. Junior World team - Brian 
and Pat Garrahan, Scott McLaughlin and 
James Gray - didn't fare much better. 
Chain problems, resulting in a holed 
engine case, forced McLaughlin out of 
the event on day two, and along with 
chain problems on Brian Garrahan's 
motorcycle the same day, effectively held 
the U.S. team back to ninth at the finish. 

However, the Junior World division

saw anew country earn the right to etch 
its name on the perpetual silver trophy, 
as Australia battled back and forth with 
Spain, Italy and Sweden before taking 
home its first-ever ISDE cup. 

This year’s overall individual winner 
was the same as last year’s - Stephane 
Peterhansel, the French Trophy team 
hero who simply decimated the 175cc 
class and who tallied the fewest amount 
of evaluation points (fewer points being 
better) of any of the 364 riders that start- 
ed the event. This was Peterhansel's 
fourth such accomplishment. 

This year's "Top American" was Rod- 
ney Smith. He held down fourth place in 
the highly competitive 175cc class until 
developing engine problems with his 
Suzuki RMX250 on day four, forcing him 
to back off the throttle and nurse his sick 
machine to the finish. As a result, he 
dropped to eighth in class but still 
earned the fewest evaluation points of 
the 37 Americans who started the event. 

"]'m happy about that (being top 
American) but, to be honest, I really 
didn't expect anything less," said Smith. 
"| won the Reliability Series at home, so 
I would've been disappointed had I not 
(been top American). Still, I'm happy, 
because this was a good Six Days and a 
tough event." 

To many of the riders who competed 
in Poland, the word "tough" might have 
been a severe understatement. Most 
used the adjectives "brutal" or “gnarly” 
to describe this year's event, citing the 
week-long brisk trail pace, rocks and 
whoops as the reasons. In addition, a 
steady day-four downpour turned 
many sections of trail into leg-paddling 
mud bogs. Most of the 37 Americans 
who competed switched to survival 
mode on day four, and only four riders 
from the U.S. took home gold medals, 
all of whom were members of the World 
Trophy team: Hawkins, Dahners, Rod- 
ney Smith and Chris Smith. Five riders 
earned silver medals: Pat Garrahan, 





Briefly... (Pre-race) 

The U.S. Trophy and Junior World teams 
strolled through tech inspectiori with ease, as 
did. everyone else for that matter, on Friday, 
September 15. Overall, tech inspection was 
easy to pass compared to past years. The 
sound test, usually the most-feared step in the 
tech inspection process, was eventually elimi- 
nated after the first few bikes that entered tech 
inspection were obviously much quieter than 
the sound meter was reading, and the faulty 
meter was put aside. All of the Club teams 
impounded their motorcycles the following day. 
Of the 364 entries, 37 came from the U.S. 
Twenty-two countries, including Argentina and 
Japan, were represented at this year’s 70th 
‘running of the ISDE. Eighteen countries fielded 
a World Trophy team, while 14 fielded Junior 
World squads. 


A nice.touch: To increase ISDE hype in the 
local area, tech inspection was held smack dab 
in the middle of Jelenia Gora's picturesque city 
ceriter, and the bikes were impounded there as 
| well. While people shopped in the many nearby 
stores or enjoyed the plentiful outdoor 
cafe/bars in the plaza, the fenced-in and well- 
guarded pack of shiny. dirt bikes. provided a 
unique backdrop. However, the true Parc 
Ferme was located: approximately five miles 
out of town at Cieplice Stadium - basically a. 
track and field facility - where the motorcycles 
would be impounded each day thereafter. 


The opening ceremonies were held in Miejski 
Stadium, located a short walk from the city cen- 
ter in Jelenia Gora. The traditional opening cer- 
emony parade saw the 22 teams enthusiasti- 
cally greeted by the thousands of people who 
turned out for the gala event. After the introduc- 
tions, Maryla. Rodowiscz, a folk-music per- 
former. popular in Europe, took the spotlight 
and held a concert. Of course there were also 
the mandatory sky divers during the cere-

son and Finn Kari Tiainen who mas- 
tered the 350 and 500cc Four-Stroke 
classes, respectively. 


monies, though they drifted off out of sight and 
missed the stadium by a mile - literally. 


This year, Carroll Williams was given the 
honor of carrying the American flag during the 
opening-ceremony parade. Williams, along 
with Lisa Ann Gibson and Lori Taylor, made 
up what is believed to be the first all-female 
club team (the Bremerton Cruisers M.C.) to 
compete in the Six Days. Gibson and Taylor 
joined Williams at the front of the U.S. contin- 
gent during the parade. Williams, Taylor and 
Gibson were bombarded by the European 
press immediately upon their arrival in Jelenia 
Gora. Prior to the start, they had been inter- 
viewed twice on television and featured in 


many of the local newspapers. 


ISDE veteran Kevin Hines came to Poland but 
did not compete. Instead, Hines said he came 
to chase ride for Six Days rookie Greg Zit- 
terkopf. "| just couldn't swing it this year,” said 
Hines two. days before the start. “But I’ve rid- 
den the Six Days many times and l've always 
wanted to chase ride. I think it'll be fun. 
Besides, I'll probably end up riding more this 
way than if I race." 


Next year's ISDE host country Finiand held 


the traditional introductory ISDE party for the 
many members of the press who came to 
Poland. on Sunday, September 17. The '96 
ISDE will.be held in Hameenlinna, Finland, 
which is located approximately 100 miles north 
of Helsinki, the capital city of Finland. To take 
advantage of the long summer days in the far- 
northern country, the Finnish ISDE will get 
underway much earlier than usüal, beginning in 
the second week in August. However, it was 


: announced at the party that the’event will fea- 
"ture shorter-than-usual days - in terms of dis- 


tance - the longest being no more than 100 
miles. In comparison, the average day this year 
in Poland.was approximately 170-180 miles. 
The shorter days require less manpower and 
cut down on the expense of hosting the event. 


Wales was scheduled to host the 1997 ISDE 
but financial concerns have prompted the 
Welsh federation to step aside and turn over 
the event to another country. It looks as though 
the '97 Six Days will be held in Italy, which last 
hosted the ISDE in San Pelligrino in 1986. Aus- 
tralia is still scheduled.to host the event in 
1998. 


This year's ISDE featured a major change. in 
the way the Trophy teams were scored. Each 
team's worst rider's score at the end of each 
day was thrown out. That means if a team 
loses a rider during the course of the week, it 
will not neccessarily ruin their chances of an 
overall win, even if another team finishes with 
all six riders still running. 


Farioli KTM team riders Giovani Sala - the 
1995 .175cc World Enduro Champion, Fabio 
Farioli and Mario Rinaldi, who. were sched- 
uled to represent Italy on the Trophy team, 
were scratched from the event at the last 
minute. A dispute over money and team selec- 
tion between the Italian federation and the 
KTM importer, Farioli KTM, resulted in the Ital- 
ian federation not authorizing the three riders to 
compete in the Polish Six Days. Their positions 
on the team were thus filled by replacement 
riders Gianmarco Rossi, Giuseppe Gallino and 
Paolo Fellegara. And the team's problems 
weren't over yet. The Italian Trophy team, 
which won last year's ISDE in Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, saw runner-up in the '95 125cc World 
Enduro Championship Series Stefano Passeri 
scratch his name off the entry list shortly before 
the start, also because of a dispute between 
his private Kawasaki sponsor and the Italian 
federation. 


In a somewhat unusual move, this 
year's ISDE featured just one grass track 
that was used (twice each day) through- 
out the entire event, though minor daily 
alterations to the circuit kept things 
interesting. The grass track also doubled 
as the final MX special test on the last 
day of competition. Two separate cross 
country tests were used each day as 
well, so in all, 21 special tests (including 
the final MX test) were ultimately used 
to determine the overall scores. Route 





This year, the U.S. team was greeted by a 
shiny new container to work out of at Parc 
Ferme, the main pit area. The huge contairier 
was purchased by the Ride To Win organiza- 
tion from funds raised by MSR Racing. MSR 
donated - to Ríde to Win - one dollar from 
every Randy Hawkins replica Stars and 
Stripes riding pant and jersey sold in the U.S. / 
and enough money was raised to purchase 
the container, which was also used to ship 
motorcycles ridden by many of the American 
riders. “MSR basically raised the money for 
Ride to Win and we wanted the money to go to 
something that everyone could use, not just 
the Trophy riders,” said Hawkins. “So, we 
decided to buy the container, because we 
need it.and it would be something we'd use 
year after year.” In between events, the con- 
tainer will be stored in northern California by 
Ride to Win founder Dave Bertram. A large 
tarp with the MSR logo and USA colors on it 
was also made to cover the otherwise plain, 
gray-painted container, but the tarp was held 
up in customs and never showed up for the 
event. 





There was another new rule going into effect at 
this year's Six Days. Riders were able to “re- 
impound" their motorcycles during the event, 
which means that riders who hour out, or. miss 
a check, may reimpound at the end of the day, 
as long as they do so within two hours of their 
prescribed minute at the end of the day. A rider 
who did so would be penalized 3600 points 
and would not.be eligible for any medal at the 
end of the event. This ruling will only affect the 
Club. team riders, not the World Trophy or 





Junior World team riders. 


For the first time in many years Ireland did not 
field a World Trophy team in Poland. The Irish 
federation, who usually financially supports the 
team, chose to spend its money on their coun- 
try's road race team effort, leaving no money 
for the Irish ISDE team. However, three riders 
from Ireland made the trip to Poland to form a 
single Club team. 


The Australian: contingent had a rough time 


-getting to Poland. While attending the MX des 


Nations in the Czech Republic two weeks 
before the. start of the Six Days, four of the six 
cars they had leased in Austria were stolen, 
including some of the Australians' riding gear 
and one riders passport. Said rider reportedly 
decided to take a train from the MX des 
Nations site to Jelenia Gora and hope that no 
one would ask him for his passport at the bor- 


_der. His plan worked. 


Matt Spigelmyer had an auspicious start to his | 
Six Days long before he even got to Poland. 
While hauling his motorcycle to Oakland, Cali- 
fornia,.to load his KTM 350 four-stroke onto the 
container bound for Six Days, the bike was 
stolen out of the back of his truck when he 
made a brief rest stop. Spigelmyer was forced 
to buy a new bike in Europe, where he raced it 
and then shipped it back home when the event 
was over.

nder hazy skies, the ISDE got 
i J underway Monday at 8 a.m. with 

Italy jumping out to the early 
lead, which had a lot to do with class- 
leading performances turned in by 
Grasso and Nicoli. The two Italian Tro- 
phy riders ripped up the specials tests 
and as a result, stood on top of the 125cc 
and 350cc Four-Stroke classes, respec- 
tively, at the end of the day. Top test 
scores by the rest of the team had the 
Italian squad perched on top of the 
leaderboard by day’s end. However, the 
always-tough Swedish team, led by 
four-stroke ace Anders Eriksson, was 
only 22.27 seconds back in second. 
Peterhansel’s French team held down 
third just a scant 0.76 seconds behind 
the Swedes. 

The U.S. Trophy team got off to a 
promising start. Fifth at the end of the 
day, the U.S. team put up some 
respectable special test times in both the 
grass track and cross country tests. One 
of the American contingent’s highlights 
of the day - perhaps the week - was . 
when Rodney Smith clicked off the 
day’s quickest time in the 175cc class on 
the second cross country test, finishing a 
full 1.2 seconds ahead of Sweden's 
Joachim Hedendahl and 2.03 seconds 
ahead of Pelligrinelli. Smith’s times in 
the grass tracks were almost as impres- 
sive, his best coming on the first loop 
when he was third-fastest behind Peter- 
hansel and French rider Richard Sainct. 
Smith wound up fourth in the class at 
the end of the day. 

Hawkins’ 125cc-class times rivaled 
those of Smith. The former National 
Enduro champ screamed his RM125 
through the special tests and was consis- 
tently among the fastest in his class (as 
would be the case all week), which fea- 
tured such notables as Italians Grasso, 
Fellegara and Rossi. Hawkins was 
fourth, fifth, sixth and 13th fastest 
through the four special tests, netting 
him fifth in the class by day’s end. And 
not far off his pace was teammate Chris 
Smith aboard a TM 125. Smith, the 
brother of ISDE veteran Drew Smith, 
finished up the day in eighth. 

The rest of the U.S. Trophy team 
was slightly off the pace compared to 
the two Smiths and Hawkins. Neither 
Dahners or Hatch had a spectacular 
day, though Dahners did have a

decent run through the second cross 
country test by being 14th fastest. 
Hatch and Dahners sat 21st and 31st, 
respectively, in the 250cc class at the 
end of the day. 

Zitterkopf enjoyed his first day ever 
competing in an ISDE. Riding a KTM 
620 in the 500cc Four-Stroke class, Zit- 
terkopf pulled off respectable special 
test times and ended up 11th after the 
first day, but was well off the pace of 
class leader Kari Tiainen. 

“It was a lot harder than I thought it 
would be," said Zitterkopf. "It was 
rough out there, a lot of rocks, mud... I 
had a good day but I screwed up once. 
In the (grass track) special test, this guy 
(James) Deacon (a Trophy rider for 
Great Britain) started ahead of me and I 
was told he usually finishes in the top 
five in my class. I caught up to him, 
passed him and then I went past all 
these people and saw a bunch of flags 
and thought it was the finish of the test, 
but it wasn't, so I started slowing down. 
Deacon passed me back and I realized 
what was going on. He (Deacon) said it 
only cost me about 10 seconds." 

In the Junior World division, the 
U.S. team got off on the wrong foot 
when Jim Gray, competing in the 350cc 
Four-Stroke class, couldn't get his KTM

started within the allotted one-minute 
start period and was penalized the 
mandatory 20 points. Things didn't get 
any better when Scott McLaughlin lost 
valuable time when his chain came off 
in a terrain test. "I was having a great 
ride up until then," said McLaughlin. 
"In the terrain test, I hit a rock that 
knocked the chain off and it took me 
about a minute to get it back on. That 
turned my good day into an average 
day." 

These problems basically knocked 
the U.S. team out of winning contention 
right off the bat, and their special test 
times were off the pace of the leading 
teams from Australia, Spain and Italy. 
The U.S. team held down eighth after 
day one, and things would only get 
worse.

Despite clicking off some of the quickest 
times of the day in the cross country tests, | 
Randy. Hawkins said that the tests were 
downright dangerous. "They're really fast,” 
said the five-time National Enduro Cham- 
pion. "There were places where you'd 
hold the throttle wide open, and there are 
rocks you can't see hidden in the mud. 
There are places in the trees were it's so 
dark you can't see. You just hope you 
don't hit a rock and do a big flip." 





Steve Hatch experienced hitting one of 
those hidden rocks but luckily it wasn't in a 
special test. "Between the first and second 
checks in the second loop, | was wide 
open in about fourth gear when | got off 
the trail slightly after | looked down at my 
time card," said Hatch. "| hit a rock I didn't 
see and cartwheeled. | bent the front axle 
and, after | got going again, the front brake 
went away.” Hatch wasn’t injured in the 
high-speed get-off but had to make repairs 
to his motorcycles at the end of the day.

Fredette, riding a Kawasaki KDX200, fin- 
ished out the day 61st in the 175cc class. 





The all-female club team had.a tough 
opening. day. Both Carroll Williams and 
Lori Taylor nearly saw their rides come to 
an early end. Williams. nailed a largé rock 
with her Honda's chain guide which broke 
off and wrapped itself up between the — 
countershaft sprocket and the engine - 
case. "The guide mount.-broke off the 
swingarm and it took major surgery to pull 
out the chain guide,” said Williams, who 
eventually got back in the running after 
using up approximately 20 minutes. Tay- 
lor. had a scare when her Suzuki RM125 
lost compression. “It was running really 
hot and. started losing power and finally 
stopped,” said Taylor. "There was nothing 
I could do but sit there and wait till it 
cooled off. Finally it started right up and I 
kept going. This happened twice. I'm obvi- 
ously going to have to change the jetting." 
The third female rider on the team, Lisa 
Ann Gibson, had no major problems but 
did drop some route points. She finished 
out the day 93rd in the 125cc class. 












ISDE veteran Jon Nielsen had a stressful 





















day. "I split a water hose and had to keep fill- 

-ing it (the radiator) up all day,” said Neilsen, 
who was competing in the 500cc Four-Stroke 
class on a 610 Husqvarna.

Mark Ruple, of the Salt Fork Dirt Riders, also 
impounded late after struggling through: both 
loops. He woke up feeling sick and his condi- 
tion worsened during the course of the day. 


Marty Walden dropped route points when he 
found himself hopelessly stuck at the. bottom 
of an embankment. The-High Sierra M.C. 
Club team member reportedly ricocheted off 
tree roots that were hidden in the shadows.

ply roosted nearly everyone all 
day long. The team walked away with 
three class wins on Tuesday with 
Esquirol winning the 125cc class, Peter- 
hansel the 175cc class and Christian 
Boulet the 350cc Four-Stroke class. 
Amazingly, the team racked up just 
14.62 evaluation points on the day, 
which was enough to shoot the French 
into the overall lead by the end of the 
day - but not by much. Only 2.2 points 
separated France from Italy, whose 
team put together another solid perfor- 
mance. 

Finland maintained control of third 
despite their team's ace Kari Tiainen 
dropping 20 late-start points. 

Solid performances by the U.S. Tro- 
phy team riders kept everyone's spirits 
high.

Tuesday, clicking off the fourth- and 
second-fastest 175cc class times in the 
grass track tests; Peterhansel was fastest 
both times. Smith rode conservatively in 
the high-speed (and what he called 
“dangerous”) cross country special test. 
“The tests are too fast and are in the 
woods, so you can't see the rocks in the 
shadows," said Smith. "It's full-on, 
tapped out in sixth gear. You can die in 
there." 

Hatch was getting back on track on 
day two by posting better special-test 
times, as was Jason Dahners, but he was 
still having a tough time getting going 
in the grass track tests. And Zitterkopf 
was faring well in the 500cc Four-Stroke 
battle, clicking off respectable times in 
the grass track test, but the long-time 
motocrosser was.struggling a bit in the 
cross country tests. 

Still, the U.S. team held down fifth at 
the end of the day, but while they 
gained a few points on fourth-place Fin- 
land, they saw the six-place British 
team, led by former World Enduro 
Champion Paul Edmondson on a Gas 
Gas 250, inch closer. 

Day two saw the U.S. lose one of its 
Junior Trophy rider - Scott McLaughlin, 
who was slowed by chain problems the 
day before on his Honda CR250. “Yes- 
terday when the chain came off, it 
wadded up between the countershaft 
sprocket and the cases," said McLaugh- 
lin. "When it did that, it broke off the 
case protector, and when I threw my 
chain again today, it put a huge hole in 
the case. There was no way of fixing it 
and that was it." 

This meant that McLaughlin's would 
be the team's throw-out score for the 
rest of the week, but when teammate Pat 
Garrahan had problems with his chain 
guide on the same day and lost nine 
route points as a result, the U.S. Junior 
team was all but out of top contention. 

The battle for top honors in the 
Junior World division intensified when 
Spain moved to the front of the class, 
relegating the Australians to second, 
with Italy third. But the Spaniards' lead 
was far from comfortable, as just 3.97 
points separated the two teams.

fter collecting just 14.62 evalua- 
A tion points the previous day, the 

French Trophy could not come 
close to matching that performance on 
day three. Instead, the team struggled 
throughout the day with Peterhansel 
scoring the team's only class win on 
Wednesday. They racked up a high 
134.61 points, while the Italians counter 
attacked with a class-winning score of 
just 66.12 evaluation points on the day. 
This put the Italian team back on top of 
the leaderboard, and they could breath a

ISDE veteran Jeff Fredette had a couple of 
scares. “My bike seized twice," said the 
Kawasaki KDX200 rider. "It was early in the 
morning and all of a sudden it just went 
‘BRRAAaaaaa...’ | just sat there for a little bit 
and it started right up. Then it did it again, 
‘BRRAAaaaa...’ | waited, it started and it ran 
great from there on in." Despite the two 
seizures, Fredette said. he was having a great 
time. "This is how a Six Days should be, he 
said. "There are people watching all along the 
trail, cheering you on. You never go more 
than a quarter of a mile without seeing some- 
one on the trail. There are little kids every- 
where digging every second of it. They're 
waving at you, wanting you to do a wheelie or.

team, had a frustrating day. The Husaberg 
rider.came into check 11 and noticed that his 
rear axle nut was missing. After bumming a 
nut off another team, he discovered that the 
end of the axle had actually been sheared off 
by a rock. By the time he found a. new axle 
and.completed the course, he was over two 
hours late (after his prescribed time) to 
impound: In fact, he arrived at impound a few 
minutes after it had closed for the evening, 
but a sympathetic guard took his timecard 
and pushed his bike into impound for him so 
he could start the next day. 


Taking over top U.S. Club team honors after 
day two was Team Crutch - David Rhodes, 
Jeff Fredette and John. Nielsen. The trio 
climbed to fourth but were still some 300 
points behind the leading team from Slovakia, 
a team that included member Bohumil 
“Bubba” Posledni, the likable rider who 
competed in the U.S. ISDE Qualifier Series a 
few years ago.

He had to hold 
pressure on the shift lever with his foot for the 
rest of the day in order to keep the bike in 
gear, and did so without dropping any trail 
points. Tiainen managed to perform surgery 
on the bike later that afternoon before 
impound and would successfully complete 
the job the next morning.

little easier with a 66.29-point lead over 
the French squad. But with three days 
still left, the Italians were by no means 
guaranteed a victory. 

The Finnish team had a good day; in 
fact, they had a better day than the 
French - thanks to class wins by Petteri 
Silvan (125cc) and Tiainen (500cc F/S) - 
but were still more than 161 points back 
in third overall. 

Things pretty much started going 
downhill for the U.S. Trophy team on 
day three. It began when Hawkins' 
Suzuki began making mysterious noises 
in one of the special tests. "Everything 
was fine, then all of a sudden it (the 
motor) started making a funny noise 
and I thought, ‘Uh oh,’ so I backed off 
the throttle because I thought it would 
be better to lose time in the test and try 
to nurse it to the finish. Then the noise 
went a way and it started running okay 
again." 

As a result, Hawkins’ times in the 
special tests were less than spectacular, 
and he dropped from fifth to 12th in 
class. Despite nagging stomach ail- 
ments, Chris Smith continued to post 
decent times on his Italian-made TM 
125, and moved up from ninth to sev- 
enth in class when the day was done. 

Rodney Smith had what was perhaps 
his best day of the week. He finished no 
worse than seventh in the four special 
tests and was now threatening Pelle- 
grinelli for third in the 175cc class, and 
wasn't all that far behind second-place 
Shane Watts of Australia. 

Hatch continued to post decent 
times, as did Dahners, who seemed to 
be getting faster with each day. 

Despite also feeling under the weath- 
er, Zitterkopf was hanging in there with 
respectable 500cc 4/S special test times, 
thus maintaining his 11th-place stand- 
ing in class.

"That's when the U.S. team doctors advised 
him not to ride and instead go back to bed. 
To add insult to injury, Bailey was later 
issued a citation for failing to stop at a stop 
sign, which "supposedly" resulted in the alter- 
cation with the car. 





John Nielsen found an interesting way to 
help start his 610 Husky four-stroke in the 
cold mornings. On Monday morning, it took 
40 seconds for him to start his bike and on 
Tuesday morning, it took 55 seconds. So, on 
Wednesday morning, Nielsen boiled. water at 
the hotel.he was staying at and carried it in a 
large thermos to Parc Ferme. On the start 
line, Nielsen poured the hot water on the 
engine cases to help warm it up. Apparently 
the trick worked, as his bike started within 20 
seconds. 


Dirt Diggers North's Rodney Goering expe- 
rienced more chain problems on day three.

ay four, Thursday, turned ugly. 
D The rumors of rain proved true 
and would wreak havoc for the 
U.S. Trophy team, despite the fact that 


. the squad was made up of notoriously 


good mud riders, with the possible 
exception of Southern California resi- 


dent Zitterkopf, who openly admits he ` 


considers himself more of a motocrosser 
than off-roader and isn't an experienced 
mud rider. 

As it turned out, Zitterkopf did toil in | 
the gooey, black mud, and having the 
flu didn't help matters any. Neither did 
the grimy water that seeped its way into 
his KTM 620's carburetor, and jammed 
up the throttle. ^I could barely turn the 
throttle," said an exhausted Zitterkopf 
afterwards. “It was like having cruise 
control. I eventually had to stop and fix 





a rock, which would end up costing him 19 
minutes, then, not more than a few feet off 
the start line on day three, the chain 
snapped. Goering's father sprinted back to 
the U.S. pits and retrieved a new chain. The 
whole ordeal cost Goering another nine min- 
utes. 


Ron Schmelzle completed his top-end job on 
his. CR125 Wednesday morning but left the 
start area 45 minutes late. Later on, he was 
within 10 minutes of houring out when he hit 
a rock that badly smashed his exhaust pipe 
and would keep popping out of the exhaust 
manifold. Schmelzle made the decision to for- 
feit the rest of the day and head straight back 





"to parc ferme where he would replace the 


pipe. He reimpounded his Honda and would 
start day four. "This place hates me," joked 
Schmelzle. 


It was another bad day for the Bremerton 
Cruisers. Lori Taylor completed the first loop 
before having her Suzuki's ignition go out. on 
her. She searched around for a new ignition 
and would later replace: her old one and reim- 
pound her motorcycle. However, according to 
the sketchy reimpound rules, only one rider 
from each three-person club team can take 
advantage of the reimpound policy and Carol 
Williams had already reimpounded the day 
before because of her injured knee. Taylor 
impounded. anyway in. hopes of being able to 
continue on. 


French Trophy rider Laurent Charbonnel 
was forced to retire on this day with what was 
reported to be a broken frame on his four- 





it which cost me about 30 minutes. I just 
felt so bad. It wouldn't have been so bad 
if I didn't have the flu, or whatever it is I 
have, and I just didn’t have the energy. 
It was really tough out there.” 


Still, with the throwaway rule, the. 


U.S. was still safe, and things looked 
okay until Hatch’s due time at the final 
check came and went without any signs 
of the Suzuki rider. Eventually, he was 
spotted pushing his bike into Parc 
Ferme. 

“The bike just started running as 
though it was hot, and making all kinds 
of noise” said Hatch, “and I was about 
three miles from the finish when it final- 
ly died. It had no compression. A bunch 
of little town kids helped me out, push- 
ing me about 15 minutes up these hills. 
Then Kevin (Hines) came up and he

pushed me and finally got the bike 
going - somewhat. It barely ran, then 
died again. I thought I'd hour out but 
Kevin and I got it in.” 

Hatch removed the top-end to find a 
big chunk of the piston missing. He 
impounded his cylinder-less motorcy- 
cle but would not start the next day. 
“Earlier in the day I tore ligaments in 
my ankle, I’m basically out of it any- 
way, and I've got a National Enduro at 
home next week to think about," said 
Hatch of his decision reluctantly to 
bow out. 

Rodney Smith didn't have the best of 











days either. “I was doing 
good up until today when the radiators 
plugged up with mud and started over- 
heating," said Smith. "There wasn't 
much I could do. I couldn't ride the spe- 
cial tests (aggressively) or the bike 
would blow up." As a result, Smith 
would drop from fourth to ninth in class. 

The rest of the Trophy team forged 
on with good results, including Chris 
Smith who maintained his seventh-place 
position in the 125cc class, while Dahn- 
ers climbed four notches to 21st in the 
175cc race. Zitterkopf dropped from 
11th to 23rd.

Russell Cherry's fears became.a reality 

: Thursday morning. The Dick Lenover M.C: 
team rider was told by officials that he 
couldn't start day four because he had 
impounded his Husaberg: after impound had 
closed the previous evening. To make mat- 
ters worse, friends of. Cherry's had just 
.arrived from Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, late 
Wednesday night to see Cherry finish out the 
Six Days. 








Lori Taylor never got the chance to test the 
reimpound rule on Thursday morning 
because she couldn't get her Suzuki RM125 
to start. ^We knew we had a problem with the 
ignition but couldn't pinpoint It," said Taylor. “I 
changed the CDI box in the morning but we 
still couldn't get a spark. We tried everything. 
Oh well, | gave it my best shot.” 


Taylor's departure left Lisa Ann Gibson as 
the sole survivor of the all-female Bremerton 
Cruisers team, however that wouldn't last for 
long. The. rain and muddy conditions finally 
caught up with Gibson. "It took me forever to 
get through the (grass track) special test," 
said Gibson: "It was so slippery, | must've 
crashed 10 times. | was falling down so much 
| was laughing. | was losing time at all the 
checks and by the time I finished the first 
loop, | was 40 minutes late. | figured I didn't 
want to do what | had just done again and fig- 
ured | would hour out anyway, | knew | was 
finished. The mud just wore mé out. Overall, I 
was.really having fun up until today." 


High Sierra M.C.'s Mike Callaghan, who was 
on a silver-medal pace'in the 500cc Four- 
' Stroke class, reluctantly called it quits Thurs- 
day and never even started the day. The 
"Honda XR600 rider had been bothered. by a 
lingering knee injury since day one and just 
couldn't go any further because of the pain. 





` Another rider who did not start day four. was 

Danny Hamel M.C.'s Jim Conner. The 
Yamaha YZ125 rider struggled through the 
previous day feeling sick and' barely-made it 
to the finish before houring out. Coriner's.con- 
dition worsened over night and simply could 
not find the strength to carry on. 


The terrible-conditions resulted in many riders 
impounding their motorcycles minutes. before 
houring out. Once such rider was William 
Perkins of the Salt Fork Dirt Riders. The 
Yamaha WR250 rider was slowed during the 
day when his muffler fell off and came into the 
pit area with just enough time to change the 
rear brake pads. He impounded his bike with 
less than four minutes to spare. “I'm getting a 
little: wore out," said Perkins, who is compet- 
ing in his fourth ISDE. Te 


Contesting in his 17th ISDE, Drew Smith, of 
the Daytona Dirt Riders, dropped his first 
route points of the week. "I dropped two route 
points today," said the TM 125 rider. "I wished 
I could've hung on to get Gold, but, consider- 
ing all, l'm happy with my performance. | tried 
my hardest." Smith added that he thought this 
day was one of the toughest he's ever ridden. 
“This day will be remembered as one of the 
toughest, that's for sure," said Smith. "Defi- 
nitely the toughest Six. Days since Sweden 
(1990). It was so slippery today. You had to 
stay on the hammer and concentrate. There 
were some hills that were tough. Every man 
was for themselves, doing whatever it took to 
get up. It was pretty ugly.” 


Mat Spigelmyer, of the: Dick. Lenover team, 
came within four and a half minutes of hour- 








ing out, while Marty 
Walden, who rode all 
day without goggles, 
came within two min- 
utes of houring out. 


Many. other riders 
weren't as fortunate. 
Bill Rush houred out 
after being diagnosed 
with hypothermia late 
in the day and then 
having. his. Suzuki 
RM125 seize. “At-the 
second-to-last check | 
was wet and starting to 
get cold," said Rush. “I 
got new gloves and 
'aahh' that felt great, 
then just after | left the 
check, | crashed again 
and soaked my gloves. 

I thought, ‘aahh, man.’ 
Then we headed up to. 
the mountain and | 
Started freezing. At the 
last check they gave 
me some food and I 
started feeling better, 
then just before the fin- 
ish my bike siezed. | 
had 14 minutes to get 
in. Then these Italians : 
in a van came by and stopped, and after | 
explained to them that the motor had gone 
‘kada-puuutt,’ they towed me in. For five 
miles I held on to the open window of the van 
as they towed me, it was crazy. By the time | 
got in, I had houred out and decided not to 
reimpound. There was just too much to do to 
the bike." 


Ron Lawson, of the Merced Dirt Riders, also 
houred out. He suffered a flat tire out on the 
trail and rode with. it for approximately 20 
miles before changing tubes. At this point, he 
was Within 15 minutes of houring out when 
the chain on his KTM 360E/XC snapped. By 
the. time he fixed the chain and reached parc 
ferme he had houred out by a few minutes. 
Lawson took advantage of the reimpound 
rule after changing the front tire, air filter and 
exhaust pipe. 


Despite centerpunching a car a day two, Dirt 
Digger North's Eric Ducray was enjoying à 
good ride and was ranked 32nd in the 125cc 
class after day three. But just after the last 
terrain test, his Honda CR125 locked up 
solid. Ducray pushed his bike back to parc 
ferme where he would.tear.down the. engine 
and take advantage of the reimpound rule. 
Just before his two hours were up, he 
impounded his.bike in pieces and would fin- 
ish the job in the morning. 


Team Crutch still held down top U.S.. Club 
team honors after day four. The team main- 
tained fourth: place and was within striking 
distance of the third-place team. The next- 
best U.S. team was Dirt Diggers North in 
17th.

the damage was done. Muddy 

trails, sloppy downhills and bot- 
tomless mud bogs were on the day's 
agenda, and to make matters worse, it 
would be the longest day in terms of 
mileage of the entire Six Days - 184 
miles. 

Despite the gloomy outlook, not a 
single U.S. rider, including Club riders, 
houred out, though Hawkins had a mis- 
erable day with a barely running bike 
but, somehow, still managed not to drop 
any route points. 

"It was a full stress case day," said 
Hawkins. “The bike would only run 
with about quarter throttle and the 
only way you could start it was by 
pushing, so I couldn't stall it or that 
would be it. It was stressful. It would 
barely pull under a load, like going up 
hills, so on the trails, I had to ride like a 
maniac." 

Hawkins traced the problem to the 
ignition. ^I hope to replace the entire 
ignition system - everything - tomorrow 
morning," said Hawkins. "It will be 
close in 10 minutes." As it turned out, 
Hawkins would indeed get his bike in 
running order in time. 

Italy continued to increase its lead 
over France, while Finland, Great 
Britain and Germany kept pace. 

Italy's hopes of a sweep came to an 
end on day five when a Junior World 
rider dropped 40 route points, knocking 
the team from first to eighth. Australia 
moved back into the lead, a safe 38 
points over Spain, and 90 points over 
third-place Sweden.

Australia broke me in, Holland had the mud 
bogs, Tulsa had-the rocks, and this one 
has everything. They definitely catered this 
one to the pros. If you're a club man and 
got through, you're lucky. Experience really 
helped at this one.” 


Ron Schmelzle found a big red "X" across 
the front number-plate of his motorcycle on 
Friday morning. Race officials told Schmel- 
zle that he could. not start. Technically, 
Schmelzle reimpounded. his motorcycle 
twice during the week and riders are 
allowed to reimpound only once. Schmel- 
zle hoped that the officials wouldn't notice 
that he had impounded twice - they did. 


Ron Lawson and Tommy Ady, both of 
whom had reimpounded once during the 
week; were also told, without an explana- 








tion, that they couldn't start day six when 
they went to impound their bikes the night 
before. “This would be a shame if they 
didn't let us go. on," said Ady. "I kept riding 
just so | could ride the MX test.

As a 
result, Posledni dropped from second to 
third in the final standings, just 4.43 sec- 
onds behind runner-up Dirk von Zitzewitz of 
Germany. 


Fellow Slovakian. Jan Hrehor competed in 
Poland. Like Posledni, Hrehor spent about 
two year's here in the United States com- 
peting in many off-road Nationals. The lik- 
able rider took home a Silver medal in 
Poland, finishing 39th in the 125cc class on 
a Suzuki. 





Of the 364 riders who officially started the 
event, 221 took home medals: 71 in the 
125cc class, 98 in the 175cc class, and 26 
in both Four-Stroke classes.

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12th Annual Trial des Nations

MARKT PIESTING, AUSTRIA, SEPT. 24 
o one expected the all-con- 
quering Spanish Federation 
team to relinquish their 
stranglehold on the Trial des 
Nations crown, but at the same time, no 
one expected them to win by as large a 
margin as they did. 

Led by seven-time World Champion 
Jordi Tarres, the R.F.M.E. squadron 
boasted 1995 World Championship 
Series runner-up Marc Colomer, fifth- 
ranked Joan Pons and ninth-placed 
Amos Bilbao - the self-proclaimed Span- 
ish Dream Team. Together, the 
Spaniards hopped, skipped and 
bounced their way to an overwhelming 
143-point victory over the second- 
placed team from Great Britain and 
wrapped up their sixth Trial des 
Nations title in convincing fashion. 

“For me the event was very good,” 
said Tarres, the team's low scorer. "We 
rode well today, but maybe the sections 
were too difficult for the other teams." 

Hated by some but loved by most, a 
new two-line format pitted the top fin- 
ishing countries from last year's event 
against one another for the Group A 
title, while countries which don't nor- 
mally field competitors in the World 
Championship Trials Series were 
clumped into Group B. While the Group 
B lines were similar to those at a harder 
United States National, the Group A 
lines were considered by most to be 
even more difficult than those at most 
World Rounds. Some Group A riders, 
like Brit Steve Colley, felt that the new 
two-class format favored the Spaniards, 
as the high level of difficulty made it 
impossible for the others to compete. 

“It was a shit trial,” said Colley. "It 
was very dangerous and the sections 
were far too difficult for all but the 
Spanish. The sections were all 20 miles 
from the pits and impossible for specta- 
tors to see. Our team result is not impor- 
tant; this trial was a joke."

Nevertheless, the British team of Col- 
ley, Dougie Lampkin, Graham Jarvis 
and Steve Saunders managed to best all 
but the Spaniards, turning in a final 
score of 341 points. In contrast, the 
Spaniards had 198. 

While the first- and second-placed 
teams were no surprise, the third-placed 
team was like a breath of fresh air break- 
ing up the traditional Spanish-British- 
Italian grip on the top three positions. 
After sitting out the Trial des Nations 
for the past three years, the Japanese 
Federation decided to re-enter the game 
and the three-man team of World 
Championship Series veteran Takumi 
Narita and newcomers Kenichi Kuroya- 
ma and Tomoyuki Ogawa did their 
homeland proud with a strong third- 
place finish. 

"The Japanese Federation has not 
been interested in the Trial des Nations 
since 1991," said Narita. "This year, we 
talked to them and convinced them to 
send a team. We have three good riders 
this year, and finishing third makes us 
very happy." 

Because the Japanese fielded only 
three riders, there would be no room for 
error. Most of the teams consisted of 
four riders, with the top three scores 
counting toward the country's overall 
finish. For the first time in the event's 
history, individual rider scores were 
neither posted nor made available, fur- 
ther encouraging each rider to put his 
personal pride aside and work with the 
rest of the team. 

In the Group B class, the four-man 
team from the Netherlands emerged vic- 
torious, topping the Swedish and Irish 
squads. The American contingent of 
two-time National Champion Geoff 
Aaron, San Diego National winner Jess 
Kempkes, Ute Cup winner Raymond 
Peters and Oklahoma State Champion 
Matt Moore rode to fourth place in the B 
Group, besting the remaining nine 
teams in the class. For the Americans, 
the newly formed Group B champi- 
onship is a realistic goal, and now gives 





future American teams something to 
shoot for. 

As a team, the four Americans 
worked well together and did an 
admirable job of supporting one another 
during the event. Each of the four riders 
had several outstanding rides, and aside 
from one spectacular crash by Kempkes 
in which he broke one of his fork legs, 
the event went rather smoothly for the 
U.S. team. Because of the preceding 
week's International Six Day Enduro in 
Poland, there was no shortage of Ameri-

on. Several of 

the U.S. ISDE team members and sup- 
porters made the nine-hour drive to 
Austria for the event. 

“I wasn't really nervous until I got to 
a section where there were a bunch of 
Americans wearing Team USA jackets," 
said Moore, a two-time American TdN 
team member. “I wanted to ride really 
good in those sections." 

This year's running marked the sec- 
ond time that the event visited Austria, 
as the 1986 event was held in Limberg. 
Thus far, Austria is the only country to 
have hosted two TdN events. The MSK- 
Spezi-Team Wiener Neustadt/OAMTC- 
Motorsport-promoted trial routed riders 
through the mountains of Markt Piest- 
ing, a small town approximately 40 
miles south of Vienna. The 7.5-mile loop

included 14 sections, and riders were 
allowed six hours and 10 minutes to 
complete three laps. The A and B lines 
were designated by split cards in the 
same fashion as they would be at any 
local event. Of the 14 sections, 13 were 
set on the mountainside under heavy 
tree cover. Slippery moss-covered rocks 
and traction-foiling tree roots were the 
order of the day, and rain in the days 
prior to the event didn't help matters 
much. Superb throttle control was a 
necessity, not only in the sections, but 





on the loop as well. The final section 
was laid out near the start/finish area, 
and was completely man-made. Large 
rocks were assembled into a crowd- 
pleasing stadium-type section, and to 
the delight of the riders, not a single tree 
root could be found in the trap. 

Thanks to the A and B Group lines, 
quite a few first-time participants were 
attracted, and a total of 22 countries 
were represented. Seven of those coun- 
tries competed in the A Group, while 
the remaining 13 made up the B Group. 

Giving the event a black eye were 
several sections on the loop where rid- 
ers encountered two-way traffic. While 
the first lap presented no real problems, 
the high number of sections, coupled 
with the short amount of time allotted to 
complete three laps, caused the loop 
speeds to pick up considerably on the 
second and third loops. Racing against 
the clock, most riders took to motocross- 
level speeds on the trails, which present- 
ed quite a problem in the two-way-traf- 
fic areas. As expected, many riders 
encountered several close calls, and two 
were not so fortunate. On loop two, Brit 
Dougie Lampkin collided head on with 
German rider Andreas Lettenbichler 
and the two collapsed in a pitiful heap. 
While Lampkin was lucky enough to 
escape with a bruised shoulder and a 
collapsed front wheel, Lettenbichler was 
transported to the hospital with severe 
facial lacerations and a broken wrist. 
Lampkin was able to carry on in pain, 
but headed for the hospital as soon as 
the event was over. 

“I was in fourth gear wide open, 
shifting into fifth," said Lampkin. 
"That's when I saw the German rider 
coming the other way around a corner, 
flat out as well. I was actually able to 
stop completely, but he wasn't, and we 
hit straight on." 

Most teams took the greatest amount 
of time on their first loop, some using as

much as three hours to negotiate all 14 
sections for the first time. Spain set the 
pace from the get-go, dropping only 47 
points to Great Britain's 88. Japan and 
Italy both turned in 110-point totals. 

Of the Spaniards, Tarres appeared to 
be the best. The six-time champ rode 
with the same intensity that carried him 
to five World Round wins this year. 

“I knew what I would need to do 
before the start of the event, so I was 
prepared," said Tarres. "I rode well 
today and I am happy. The sections 
were very slippery, no? The rain before 
the race made it hard to keep traction." 

In the B Group, Holland set the pace 
with a 97-point opening loop, followed 
closely by the Swedes with 107, and Ire- 
land with 113. The Americans dropped 
133. 

“This is a lot like the stuff I ride back 
home," said New Yorker Peters. "The 
roots and logs are all familiar, but the 
mossy rocks are tough." 

Known for his to-the-point summa- 
tions, Kempkes said, "The sections suck 
for me. I hate slippery stuff, and the sec- 
tions are super slick. I like the dry where 
I can hop around and get traction, so I 
guess I liked section 14 the best." 

The loop proved to be a challenge for 
several of the Americans, including 
Moore and team minder Gary Jackson, 
who spent the better part of an hour 
pushing his way up a steep, tree-root- 
infested hill. Moore, on the other hand, 
was Kempkes-blunt about a section of 
the loop that followed section one. 
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”The loop 

after section one 

sucked,” he said, in 

reference to the super-steep downhill. “I 

walked my bike down the hill every 
lap.” 

Moore enjoyed a chuckle in section 
two on the opening lap as he lined up 
for a steep step. American Team Captain 
Mike Komer saw that Moore needed 
guidance while setting up for the climb, 
and went to climb down the hill to offer 
help. Komer slipped on a mossy rock 
and did his best Mary Lou Retton imita- 
tion as he cartwheeled down the hill 
and nearly into Moore. 

“I was balancing there and I looked 
up and saw Mike sliding down the hill 
on his head," said Moore. "He almost 
took me out where I was balancing." 

Luckily, only Komer's pride was 
injured, and he recovered quickly 
enough to offer Moore some help. 

Peters had a spectacular spill in sec- 
tion 10 on the first lap. “I lost my bal- 
ance while I was dropping off a ledge," 
said Peters. "The front wheel punched a 
tree and the next thing I knew I was spit 
right over." 

After completing the first lap, the 
majority of the riders began to panic as 
they realized that time would be tight. 
Some of the riders were forced to take 
voluntary fives in some of the bottle- 
necked sections. 

^No time to wait," said Japanese 
rider Kuroyama as he punched out of 
section two. "Today is very bad for us. I 
do not like the sections, too slippery for 
me." 


Briefly... . 


It's only cheating if you get caught: 
Though each team was allowed only four 
minders (one per rider), it looked as if the 
Spanish team had atleast eight or nine. Each 
minder was assigned a bib, with a number 
corresponding to his rider. Upon close 
inspection, several of the Spanish minders - 
who obviously knew that Tarres, Colomer, 
Pons and Bilbao would wear numbers one 
through four - wore similarly numbered bibs 
from a previous event. 





On Saturday, a loud boom could be heard 
echoing through the: pits. As it turns out, 
American supporter Marty Terpstra smug- 

| gled a hand-made potato gun in his luggage 
and presented it as a gift to Amos Bilbao. 
The impish Spaniard had a blast - literally - 
with the gun, and was seen firing it at practic- 
ing riders up on the hillside. World. Champion 
Jordi Tarres was seen bent over with laugh- 
ter as Bilbao fired the homemade cannon 
again and again. 


Because of the new A and B Group format, 
several new teams attended the event. And 
of the new teams, the three-man team from 
Greece was the most interesting. Pappas 
Panagiotis, Lavoutas Dimitrios and 
Sotirhos Loannis joined together to form the 
country's first-ever team, and the Gas Gas- 
mounted trio were quite a sight to see. Older 
than most of their competition, the bearded 
trio wore UFO motocross gear - chest protec- 
tors and all! “We are much older,” said Pana- 
giotis. "We wear the armor because we do 
not want to get hurt!" Each of the three riders 
struggled, even in the B Group lines, and all 
three riders turned in fives in every section, 
on all three laps. “The sections were very 
hard," said Panagiotis. "Much harder than 
what we ride at home. In Greece, there are 
not many trials riders. Maybe about 20 riders 
show up at each competition. We will be bet- 
ter prepared next time. We will have some 
younger riders. We all had a good time." 


Once again; the Spaniards had the best-look- 
ing team helmets, as their orange and yellow 
lids gave them a true team look. The Ameri-

cans wore the traditional blue and white 
skunk stripe helmets, but this year they didn't 
have the pleasure of wearing Shoei's trials- 
specific TR2P model. Because the rules state 
that each team must wear helmets that are 
approved for competition in their own country, 
the U.S. riders could not /egally wear the 
TR2P. Last year, a mix-up saw the team 
members receive the stylish helmets, but this 
year, they were forced to compete in open- 
face scooter helmets. "We have that balloon- 
head look,” joked Moore. "| was bummed 
when | opened up the box. It makes me look 
like the Jack in the Box guy.” Oddly. enough, 
the TR2P isn't approved in several other 
countries, but all of those team riders used it. 


And speaking of helmets, Polish team rider 
Pawel Grochowski sported an older-style 
Nolan helmet with the USA skunk stripe paint 
design, no doubt given to him by a previous 
team member. To make things more confus- 
ing, Grochowski made a habit of trailing the 
American riders, and frequently jumped in 
between them in line. At times, it looked as if 
there were five U.S. riders. 


Three new bikes were on display at the 
event: the 1996 Beta Techno, the Gas Gas 
JTR270 and the all-new Scorpa Easy 250. 
The. new Beta was ridden by Great Britain's 
Dougie Lampkin, and though one was on 
hand for Japanese rider Takumi Narita, he 
opted to stick with his '95 bike because it was 
more familiar. The Gas Gas was actually a 
mock-up, but International Export Manager 
Andreu Codina reported that production 
would begin shortly. As for the Scorpa, the 
exotic-looking machine was the only one in 
existence so far, and was displayed in a ban- 
nered-off area. Look for photos and more 
details on all.three machines in next week's 
issue. 


Of the four American riders, Ray Peters 
made the most modifications to his borrowed 
machine. Peters packed his luggage full of 
trick parts off of his personal Fantic Section, 
including a carbon-fiber subframe and a mod- 
ified cylinder, head and piston, Geoff Aaron 
bolted his own front brake assembly and 
oversized footpegs to his borrowed Beta 
Techno, while Matt Moore and Jess Kemp- 
kes simply switched to Renthal handlebars.

ond loop - not with his riding, but with 
his minder. Ogawa's father, Chiyaki, 
slipped in a section and landed on his 
side on a pointed rock, breaking several 
ribs in the process. 

Because of the hardships, the Japan- 
ese suffered their worst scores on lap 
two, dropping 144 points. 

The Spaniards, meanwhile, contin- 
ued to plug away and dropped only 59. 
Great Britain gave away 92, and Italy 
momentarily moved back into third 
with 119. 

"There is a big separation between us 
and the other countries," said Colomer. 
"The time was not enough, and we were 
forced to ride faster than we wanted to." 

Colomer's teammate Bilbao agreed. 
"Jordi and Marc moved ahead, and I 
was forced to take several fives, just to 
stay with them," he said. "There was too 
many lines, and we could not wait." 

It was on the second loop that Lamp- 
kin collided with Lettenbichler. The 
two-way traffic may have presented the 
biggest problems for the British and 
Japanese riders, who are accustomed to 
driving on the left side of the highway. 

"Like I said, the trial was shit," said 
Colley, concerned for his bruised-up 
countryman. “Dougie was almost killed 
on the second loop. It was ridiculous. It 
was more like the Motocross des 
Nations out there." 

For the Americans, the second loop 
included several tense moments. Kemp- 
kes parted company with his Gas Gas 
twice on lap two, once on the loop, and 
again in section 12 at the top of a huge 
20-foot wall. 

“I was hauling ass on the loop on a 
downhill, and I just downshifted to go 
through a turn," said Kempkes. "I was 
sliding wide open and I hit a rock. The 
next thing I knew, my bike was doing a 
360, and then I did a somersault and 
landed on top of it. I burned the crap 
out of my leg, and a bunch of guys came 
running up to me to see if I was all right. 
I got up quick and burned out of there.” 

In the section, Kempkes barely avoid- 
ed falling to the bottom by grabbing the 
section checker's shirt, but his bike was 
not as lucky. 

“Dude, my bike was wadded,” said 
Kempkes. “The bars were bent and the 
forks got twisted all up. I had five guys 
trying to help me straighten it out." 

The right fork on Kempkes' Gas Gas 
was obviously bent, and the bottom of 
the fork cap was cracked below the axle. 
“I was scared on the loop,” said Kemp- 
kes. "I was waiting for the thing to snap 
and sent me over the bars." 

Before starting the third lap, Kemp- 
kes switched forks with a Gas Gas- 
mounted American spectator. 

Spain set their win in concrete with 
an 87-point final loop, quite a score con- 
sidering the fact that all four riders were 
forced to punch fives in several sections 
to remain on time. The Brits were able to 
match the Spaniards' 87, but it was too 
little, too late, and the Englishmen 
would return home with their third- 
straight second-place finish. The Japan- 
ese riders were also forced to take sever- 
al voluntary fives, but their 134-point 
final loop was good enough to overtake 
the Italians, who had 165. 

“I was forced to take fives in four sec- 
tions because of the time," said Colom- 
er. “For this type of trial, the two-way 
traffic was very bad. If there was more

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FIRST RIDE | 1996 Yamaha Royal Star

ilmmakers often use a dra- 
matic piece of music as a 
backdrop for their work in 


an effort to enhance the overall experi- 
ence they are trying to create in a partic- 
ular scene or film. Just think of what 
those few notes did for Jaws. Press intro- 
ductions are much like that. No, not 
being chased by a shark, but the strate- 
gies as far as creating a mood are the 
same: The public relations people, direc- 
tors if you will, try to orchestrate every 
part of every scene, directing all the 
action to make the time a journalist (or 
12 in this case) spends in the company 
of the new model as positive as possible. 

Our occasion was the long-awaited 
World Media Debut of Yamaha's Royal 
Star and its sister ship, the Tour Classic. 
The backdrop for us was not music, but 
scenery. And it was finally time. No 
more rumors, no more "spy" photos. 
We'd get three days at a luxury resort 
tucked away among the picturesque red 
cliffs of Sedona, Arizona, with a 125- 
mile ride to the south rim of the Grand 
Canyon for lunch at El Tovar, then a 
leisurely tour back to Sedona, and plen- 
ty of time to ogle at the machines in 
between. Total over-the-top feel-good 
ambience was the singular goal. The 
thing is, Yamaha may not have had to 
work so hard. 











But first, a little history is in order, 
and the history of the Royal Star is 
longer than that of most new motorcy- 
cles. The project was first proposed in 
1988, then finally approved in 1991 as 
research indicated that cruisers were the 
way the market was going to go. 

In a time when a completely new 
motorcycle can be designed and intro- 
duced in as little as a year and a half, the 
four years that it took to finalize the 
Royal Star is a very long time, and as 
such, represents a huge investment - 
and gamble - on Yamaha's part. 

But they did their homework. Market 
research. Demographic research. 
Research on research. Yamaha contacted 
past owners of Yamahas to find out who 
they were and who they had become, 
where they were and what they wanted. 

What they found was that the cruiser 
customer was the longtime enthusiast, 
average age 35 years old, but had gotten 
out of the motorcycle market. And, 
finally, that he was an "upwardly 
mobile, family man." 

Then Yamaha turned to Harley- 
Davidson owners, asked what they 
wanted, and what a motorcycle meant 
to them. Interestingly, "Made in Ameri- 
ca" didn't carry quite the weight one 
might expect among Harley owners. In 
fact, according to research by Yamaha's 
Director of Research and Development 
Ed Burke, somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 84 percent said it didn't matter. 





Image and attitude were the common 
threads, and having the potential to per- 
sonalize their ride was very important. 
And perhaps most interesting of all, the 
demographics of current Harley owners 
were found to be the same as past own- 
ers of Yamahas. 

What Yamaha discovered about the 
market was that with new-motorcycle 
sales on the rise, 64 percent of that 
growth was comprised of machines in 
the cruiser segment. And, more impor- 
tant, that the accessory business had 
grown beyond the sales of the machines 
themselves. The logical response (and 
heartfelt, it seems) was the Royal Star. 

Yamaha is quick to point out that the 
machine's design, styling and function 
were purely American in origin; that 
they looked to motorcycles and cars of 
the 1930s as the basis for styling; that, at 
the core, the finished product.should be 
authentic, elemental and above all, 
changeable. Part of the elemental design 
was to have each part of the Royal Star 
be "styled to project its own image and 
beauty while maintaining the overall 
classic theme," says the press material. 
What it also means is that things-are 
easy to change and customize, and ulti- 
mately, Yamaha plans to have more 
than 200 accessories as well as a clothing 
line to support the Royal Star and its off- 
shoots. 

Above all, Yamaha stressed that 
while the inevitable comparisons with 











Harley-Davidson will be made, to do so 
would be missing the point - this is a 
revolution, “the ultimate cruiser," an 
epoch-making motorcycle like the 
CB750 Four Honda, and the "first cruis- 
er," Yamaha's own Special: that this 
Royal Star will change the motorcycle 
market. Will it? It just might. 

With the long 66.7-inch wheelbase 
the Royal Star is stable, but at 672 
pounds (725 for the Tour Classic), it's 
probably cutting a channel in the 
asphalt. Even so, you don't feel the mass 
when you're riding. The Royal Star 
imparts a pleasantly substantial feeling 
without being cumbersome. Feet-up U- 
turns, no problem. You won't be flicking 
this thing anywhere, but handling is 
nonetheless good. A light push in the 
big, one-inch-diameter "Winchester" 
bars is all it takes to initiate a turn, and 
once there it holds the line. And unlike 
some models in this segment, it shows 
little tendency to want to fall over while 
turning at low speed. In light of the fact 
that the front tire on this machine has a 
giant cross section (a 150/80-16 specifi- 
cally designed for the application), this 
is an impressive accomplishment. 

The only gripe is the ease with which 
the floorboards touch down, but accord- 
ing to Mark Porter, division manager of 
engineering and testing at Yamaha, to 
have put the floorboards anywhere else 
would have been to compromise the 
ergonomics. "We could have moved 








them forward and up, but then the rid- 
ing position would have been too 
extreme. That would rotate the rider's 
hips too much and make it uncomfort- 
able." 

He also pointed out, rightly, that 
speed isn't what the Royal Star is about. 
“When you touch the floorboards down, 
that's your cue to take it easy, slow 
down and enjoy the scenery." 

One of the things that encourages the 
rider to push it a bit is the suspension. 
Both ends are firm - the front bordering 
on harsh at times - but controlled. The 
43mm fork is of the conventional design 
and sports fat, stainless-steel covers that 
are 85mm in diameter at their widest 
point. The fork covers are one of the 
many touches - like the huge front tire - 
that lends the Royal Star its almost car- 
toonish big looks. 

The rear suspension is particularly 
interesting. In their effort to keep the 
machine as low as possible, the single 
shock was placed below the swingarm 
(through linkage), working in the oppo- 
site direction to what is conventional, 
that is, the shock extends when the sus- 
pension is compressed. Travel is some- 
what limited at 3.8 inches, but overall 








the suspension does an adequate job of 
keeping movements under control and 
the rider isolated from pavement irregu- 
larities. 

At the throbbing heart of the beast is 
the venerable V-Max/ Venture V-four, 
but considerably retuned to place the 
meat of the power curve at low rpm - V- 
Medium, if you will. 

Though similar in architecture, fairly 
substantial changes were made to the 
powerplant in a number of areas. The 
new engine cases, for instance, share 
machining centers with the old power- 
plant, and that's about it. 

Internally, the Venture crank was 
brought over, as were the connecting 
rods. The pistons, however, were manu- 
factured specifically for the lower-com- 
pression needs of the Royal Star, mainly 
as an aid to fuel economy. 

Interestingly, the camshafts are carry- 
overs from the Venture, profiles unal- 
tered, only with the timing retarded to 
the extreme. Since the valvetrain needn't 
cope with high-rpm duty, one of the two 
springs for each valve on the old design 
was tossed, which should increase the 
longevity of the camshafts. Valve-adjust- 
ment interval is a long 27,000 miles.

The counterbalancer used in the Ven- 
ture is eliminated, mainly because it was 
effective only over a narrow rpm range 
that was above the normal operating 
speeds encountered in the Royal Star. 
Yamaha also didn't want to do anything 
to diminish the “pulse effect" generated 
by the engine so important to the viscer- 
al experience and feel they were trying 
to achieve. 

Engine speed is electronically limited 
by a gradual ignition cut-out that begins 
working at 5700 rpm and ultimately cuts 
out completely at 6200, though the 
engine is safe for a few hundred more 
rpm above that. 

Those of you with visions of re-Maxi- 
mizing the powerplant had better think 
again. There are certainly gains to be 
made above stock power - Porter says 
an easy 20 percent with the right (read: 
louder, not-EPA-legal-so-we-can't-do-it) 
exhausts - but don't even think about 
bolting on the 35mm carbs from Mr. 
Max. They just won't fit. To keep the 
low-styling theme intact - and to better 
suit the low-rpm power they were after 
- Yamaha fit substantially smaller 28mm 
carburetors and used a suitably smaller 





airbox. 











To further augment the pulse from. 


the engine, gear ratios in the five-speed 
transmission were chosen that were 
decidedly tall. Fourth and fifth gears, in 
fact, are both overdrive. The engine 
spins at just 2650 rpm at 60 mph. Ratios 
are matched well to the engine's power 
output and a very cool and distinctive 
half-a-V-eight exhaust note from the 
four-into-four exhaust heightens the joy 
of short-shifting away from stops. 

While it is important to keep in mind 
that all the bikes we rode were pre-pro- 
duction, shifting action was good. And 
with the retro, rocker-type shift lever, it 
was actually kind of fun. Want an 
upshift? Just grab the light-action clutch 
and slam your boot heel down. Final 
drive is shaft, and the bike exhibits no 
chassis-jacking to speak of. 

Brakes on the big bike are part new, 
part parts-bin. The discs front and rear 
are new, as is the formulation of the 
pads (for durability, because of the 
bike's weight). All three calipers, how- 
ever, come from the FZR600. The huge, 
12.6-inch rear disc was used because 
Yamaha felt that on this type of machine 
the majority of stopping chores would 
fall to it. The rear brake is excellent. The 
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front, on the other hand, takes a bit of a 
pull for hard stops. With a suitably 
healthy squeeze on the beefy lever they 
work fine, but not as well as the rear. 
The lone gauge is the tank-mounted 
speedometer. In the off-white face you'll 
find turn-indicator, neutral, engine-tem- 
perature, high-beam and low-fuel lights. 
The easy-to-read digital odometer /trip- 
meter is also located on the face, as is 
the Self-Diagnosis Indicator. 
Self-Diagnosis Indicator? Being based 
upon images of the past does not pre- 
clude innovation. To wit: The indicator 
flashes in several different modes when 
something is amiss mechanically, each 
mode designating the potential area of 
difficulty. The key to the flashing code is 
contained in one of the owner’s manu- 
als, of which there are two. One is your

that is part of the steering head. 
That’s where you secure the 
steering with an accessory lock. 
(Left) The V-four engine is 
considerably retuned from its past 
iterations.

standard piece of literature, the other a 
video cassette. 

Yamaha is banking their future on this 
machine and is looking to protect that 
future in a number of ways. They’re look- 
ing for lasting value, and perceived value. 

Japanese cruisers of the past are 
noted for the ability to hold their value.

Harley-Davidsons, in contrast, often sell 
for more used than they did new. 

To close this gap, the Royal Star and 
Tour Classic are made of metal. Yes, of 
course there is plastic to be found, but 
the major components like fenders and 
sidecovers are made of steel. Many of the 
fasteners are stainless steel. Chrome is 





everywhere. If the quality of the chrome 
and paint survives the switch to produc- 
tion, that will be very valuable indeed. It 
definitely has its own presence. 

Then there is the five-year, unlimited 
mileage warranty - an industry first, 
Yamaha is proud to note - and the Road 
Star Owner Identification Card. On the 
card is a number to call for 24-hour 
roadside assistance. And in the case of 
mechanical mishap, there is a $100 trip- 
interruption benefit for the inconve- 
nience. Yamaha is encouraging its deal- 
ers to participate in marketing the Royal 
Star and its accessories with elaborate 
displays designed to show off the 
machine and set it apart from the other 
models on the showroom floor. 

So what's the bottom line for all this? 
A retail price of $13,499 for the Royal 
Star, $15,399 for the Tour Classic. 
Adding to the Tour Classic's price are 
the reinforced oxhide saddlebags, vari- 
ous pieces of chrome trim including 
engine guards, a different seat with a 
backrest for the passenger, and a very 
effective, adjustable windscreen and 
fork-mounted wind-deflectors. 

Production is slated to begin in 
November, with subsequent release to 
dealers taking place in late December. 

Will the Royal Star make its own 
epoch and change motorcycling forever? 
Only time will tell. Did they need to awe 
us with the epic scale of the Grand 
Canyon and beauty of Sedona? Eh, why 
not - but I don't think it was necessary.

Tarres agreed. "We had to ride very 
fast today and that made me tired," he 
said. "The sections were maybe too 
hard, and because I go so fast on the 
trail, I was tired in the sections and I 
made some mistakes and errors." 

Narita was the low-scoring Japanese 
rider, and was happy with his perfor- 
mance. Throughout the '95 season, the 
tall, lanky rider from Kawasaki, Japan, 
had struggled with a loss of form, but he 
appeared to have found it all in Austria. 

“I rode good today, and it makes me 
happy to see Japan finish third," said 
Narita. "For me, this was harder than a 
World Round. The sections were very 
slippery, but they were okay. The check- 
ers were very nice. The loop was very, 
very crazy. Terrible. We had to punch 
out of some sections on the second and 
third laps because there were many B 
Group riders in line." 

In the Group B division, the Nether- 
lands turned in the lowest loop scores 
on all three laps and enjoyed a 20-point 
margin of victory over the Swedes. The 
Irish, led by World Championship 
Series rider Rob Crawford, struggled 
with some mechanical failures, but man- 
aged to finish third, only four points 
behind the Swedes. 

The Americans blazed through their 
final lap, with Kempkes perhaps doing 
the most blazing. After taking to the 
loop nearly 30 minutes behind his team- 
mates, he rolled into the final section at 
the'same time as the others. A 198-point 
final loop secured fourth in the B Group, 
and the Americans were more than sat- 
isfied with their performance. 

"The sections were a bunch of push- 
ers," said Aaron. "Some of them were 
really sick." cN

don’t think this is the right 
trail.” 

We were still only midway 
through Day One, and it wasn’t the first 
time this unsettling thought had 
occurred to me - nor would it be the last. 
Over the course of the four-day competi- 
tion, the sensation would in fact become 
all too familiar. Looking back on it now, 
however, I can say with some surety that 
the realization in this particular case was 
the most sobering. 

Moments earlier, I had taken a right 
turn off a dirt road, onto a downhill trail 
that “more or less” matched the kilome- 
ter reading in the roadbook. Just as the 
hill’s pitch steepened to the point where 
turning around - or even gracefully 
stopping, for that matter - became an 
impossibility, a lightbulb clicked on and 
the aforementioned sentence crept into 
my mind. The give-away that something 
was amiss? My trail led straight to a 20- 
foot cutout cliff in the hillside, below 
which sat a common farmhouse. 
Though I was a bit too preoccupied to 
double-check the roadbook at the time, I 
didn’t recall an instruction to the effect 
of, “71.8 km - Jump off cliff onto roof of 
house.” 

I laid the KTM 250 on its side, 
dragged it around and tried in vain to 
ride back up the hill, while an irate and 
overweight farm lady (presumably an 
inhabitant of the house below, which I 
was now showering in a hail of rocks 
and dirt) screamed Portugese obscenities 
in my ear. Feeling about as popular as 
Newt Gingrich at a PBS board meeting 
(and about as virtuous), I mumbled my 
apologies and pursued a different plan 


of attack - begging. A poor sap on a’ 


WR200 had followed me down the hill 
(“That'll learn ‘im to mooch off my stel- 
lar roadbook-reading skills!”), and we 
coaxed a group of locals into helping us 
slide our bikes down the bank into the 
house’s backyard. From there I rode 
down the front steps onto the dirt road 
below, which I followed back up to the 
correct route - and straight into a check- 
point. : 

While shaking the sand out of my 











gloves and reinstalling my fogged gog- 
gles at the check - an easily makable 
check at which I was nonetheless over 10 
minutes late - another soon-to-be-famil- 
iar thought occurred to me: "I'm not 
very good at this." 


f you'd told me just a week earlier 

that I'd be lost on a motorcycle in 

Brazil, I'd have rated your reasoning 
powers right up there with those of For- 
rest Gump. After all, I no longer work 
for Cycle News, having switched to sister 
publication Personal Watercraft Illustrated 
more than half a year ago. And not 
entirely by coincidence, my last stint on 
a motorcycle had occurred at more or 
less that same point in time. I had just 
started part-time graduate school, and 
missing a week of classes wasn't exactly 
the best way to kick things off. But it's 
hard to turn down an all-expenses-paid 
voyage to the largest country in South 
America, and when all of the CN guys 
turned out to be otherwise disposed dur- 
ing the week in question, that's exactly 
what got. 

After a last-minute trip to the 
Brazilian consulate to arrange a visa, 
and another last-minute trip to the 
laundromat to clean my petrified rid- 
ing gear, I found myself on an airplane 
bound for Belo Horjzante - the nation’s 
third-largest city and a hub of the cot- 
ton-raising region. I learned these par- 
ticulars on the plane, perusing the 
information that CN Marketing Man- 
ager Mark Thome had printed out 
from his computer's CD-ROM and 
handed to me as I sprinted out the 
office door. 

Turns out Brazil occupies nearly one 
half of the continent - or 3,286,470 
square miles - and is bordered by 
Venezuela, Guyana, Suriname, French 
Guiana, Uruguay, Argentina, Paraguay, 
Bolivia, Peru, Colombia and the Atlantic 
Ocean. Their seasons are the opposite of 
ours, and they boast some 6000 miles of 
scenic coastline. Not being a java head, I 
didn't particularly care that Brazil is the 
world leader in coffee production; on 
the other hand, the mental image of veg- 



























etation-lined singletrack through the 
Amazon rain forest would have any 
self-respecting woods-riding fan salivat- 
ing like one of Pavlov’s dogs. And 
speaking of salivating, Acerbis USA's 
Bill Berroth had hinted that Brazilian 
females were exotic, beautiful and 
friendly. Mark’s data couldn’t confirm 
this, but the presence of four dark, mys- 
terious flight hostesses on the plane did 
lend some credence. 


he U.S. National Enduro Champi- 

on had a headache, and I felt like I 

was on acid - not exactly the ideal 
way to start off a long motorcycle race. 

It was Thursday morning and Steve 
Hatch and I were making our way out of 
Rio de Janeiro - along with 458 of our 
closest Brazilian friends. We had arrived 
from Belo Horizonte via a private Lear 
jet the day before, thanks to event pro- 
motor Cristiano de Mello Paz. The inter- 
im had been spent registering for the 
race, setting up our bikes, eating and 
spending a few jetlag-interupted hours 
of sleep in a beautiful hotel overlooking 
the famous Ipanema Beach and the 
majestic Christ the Redeemer statue. At 
6:30 a.m. that very morning, Cristiano 
had tossed us and our bikes into a 
diesel-powered Nissan pickup, and 
taken us on a high-speed adventure 
from the hotel to the start area, where we 
barely avoided a penalty for impound- 
ing late. 

During my brief stay in Rio - the city 
generally regarded as the party capital of 
the world - I hadn’t so much as set foot 
in a club or on a beach, and here I was 
leaving by motorcycle at the very begin- 
ning of a four-day national holiday. It 
just didn’t seem right. 

After pulling out of the start area en 
masse to the accompaniment of a cheer- 
ing crowd and a deafening pyrotechnic 
display, our group followed the route 
along picturesque beaches where flocks 
of tanga-adorned bathing beauties had 
my head gyrating like Linda Blair's, and 
through long, dark tunnels where the 
fog of two-stroke fumes accounted for 
Steve's and my ailments. To make mat- 
ters worse, Steve was battling with an 
uncooperative ICO odometer. He had 
switched odos the night before when his 
original unit refused to switch into kilo- 
meter mode, but now the calibration on 
the replacement was off. We stopped 
along the road for periodic adjustments, 
and by the end of the 40-mile parade 
route, we were entrenched firmly in the 
back of the smoke-filled pack. The 
result? An accurate odometer and a pret- 
ty good high. 











espite the information from 
Mark's computer, I had still 
been fairly bewildered when I 
arrived in Brazil. All I knew for sure was 
that I was going to cover a four-day 
motorcycle race from Rio de Janeiro to 
Belo Horizonte; I wasn't certain of the 
format, where those cities were, or 
whether I was expected to merely cover 
the race or actually compete! Fortunate- 
ly, Cristiano explained everything thor- 
oughly on our short Lear-jet trip, even 
going so far as to have the pilot fly over 
parts of the course. Unfortunately, his 
explanation left me more confused than 
ever - despite his good English. Now I'll 
do you the same favor: 

With a name like Enduro Interna- 
cional de Independencia, you'd 
expect this event to either be 
extremely momentous or 
severely over-hyped. I assure 
you that the former explana- 
tion is true in this case. The 
race has been held on 
Brazil’s Independence Holi- 
day (hence the title) for the 
past 13 years, more or less 
following the historic route 
of the bande rantes (flag bear- 
ers). Hundreds of years ago, 
these explorers from Rio pene- 
trated inland for the first time, mak- 
ing discoveries and paving the way 
for future settlement. Riders from all 
over Brazil (a country larger than the 
United States) jump at the chance to 
take part in the unique event, and res- 
idents along the route enthusiastical- 
ly congratulate the passing riders. 

The historical background is only 
part of the reason for the competi- 
tion’s popularity in Brazil, however. 
Cristiano’s support is also largely 
responsible. He’s the president of 
SMP&B Publicity, a large Brazilian 
advertising agency with such notable 
clients as McDonald’s, Coca-Cola, 
Lubrax Petroleum and B.H. Shopping. 
The latter is a network of large shopping 
malls, two of which the enduro used as 
its starting and finishing points. Not 
your typical, slimy race promotor, Cris- 
tiano is himself a hard-core riding fan 
who competes in his own events, and 
each year he rounds up his clients and 
convinces them to help him cough up 
over $400,000 - an amount that he 
doesn’t come close to recovering. This 
guy loves motorcycles. The money goes 
towards both this race and a European- 
rules two-day enduro that takes place 
two weeks earlier. That event is an inter- 
national affair which will no doubt soon 
be a World Round, and Cristiano brings

over top riders from 
all over the world (Ital- 

ian Giovanni Sala was 
this year’s winner). Though 
much larger in scope, the 
race I was contesting is primar- 
ily a national happening, and 

Steve and I were the only non- 
Brazilians taking part. Our com- 
petitors made us feel welcome, 

however, joking and offering 

pointers in broken English. 

The event is a unique blend of 
several different genres, offering the 
pomp and pageantry of a European-style 
enduro, the navigation of a dual sport 
ride, the time-keeping of an American 
enduro and the distance of a short rally 
(see sidebar for a more thorough expla- 
nation). I had past experience in all of 
these fields, and was none the worse for 
wear, but combining them would prove 
to be another matter altogether. 


hose organizers may think they're 
smart, but by Day Two, I had 
actually figured out a secret way 
to tell when a checkpoint was nearby. 
The tip-off? I would invariably become 
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hopelessly lost. Before most of the 
checks, the lay-out crew liked to throw 
in a confusing little section of trail, and I 
fell for it every time. 

On one occasion, I led a group of 
three riders - including my unfortunate 
WR200-mounted friend - about two 
miles down the wrong dirt road. Not 
exactly shocked at the turn of events by 
this point, I turned around and prepared 
to make my way back to the correct 

- course. The other lost riders were 
stopped together discussing their 
options, eyeing me warily, and when 
they saw me take a split to the right, they

chose the left option. Apparently they 
were less than confident in my abilities 
by this point. But what they didn't real- 
ize was that while I had a knack for los- 
ing the correct route, I was actually quite 
good at refinding it - after all, I got a lot 
of practice. I soon found myself back on 
track, and discovered that a check had 
been waiting no less than 30 yards from 
where I'd made the wrong turn. As for 
the distrustful trio which I had misguid- 
ed, I didn't see them for the rest of the 
day. 

While I must confess that I felt a little 
vindicated by that fact, it actually 
proved harmful a little later on. My 
odometer sensor broke off just after the 
final gas stop, leaving me with no idea 
as to where or how fast to go. The riders 
immediately in front of and behind me 
had both been in the now-missing 
group, so I couldn't key off of them’ to 
find my way. I tried making it on my 
own for a while, which proved futile, so 
I ended up moving back 40 seconds and 
following a rider on a KDX200 - who I 
later thanked with a reward of a sweat- 
shirt from the Tulsa Six Days. No big 
loss. 

Though I was at least 40 seconds late 
to every check in the final section, things 
could have been worse. Steve’s odome- 
ter had thrown in the towel early that 
morning, so he followed the rider ahead 
of him all day long. He burned nearly 
every check of the day, so despite what

had been a 
solid sixth-overall 

placing on Day One, 
he was near the bottom of the results 
page that evening. 

Our odometer sensors were replaced 
that night, and both worked flawlessly 
for the rest of the event. Well, almost; 
mine gave up the ghost less than a kilo- 
meter from the final check of the last 
day! 


hough our dreams of respectable 

finishes were by now just that - 

dreams - Steve and I found it diffi- 
cult to be disappointed. After all, the EII 
is more of a traveling party than a 
motorcycle competition, and now we 
could concentrate on the important part 
- having fun! And with Cristiano and his 
group of friends, having fun was easily 
accomplished. 

Social life is extremely important to 
Brazilians, and our sizable crew spent its 
evenings laughing and joking over two- 
hour-long feasts in tumultuous restau- 
rants. Afterwards, we would all collect 
in a hotel room and tape the numerous 
strips of our rollcharts together while 
laughing at Jerry Bernardo on 
MotoWorld 2 (honest!). 

The information Mark gave me 
claimed that over 13 million telephones 
are in use in Brazil. I think that data 
must be a bit dated, because I saw at least 
that many being used in just my week- 
long visit. Everyone in our crowd had a 
cellular phone, from an eye doctor to a 
motorcycle mechanic, and they were all 
chattering away on them almost non- 
stop. At one point, I looked up from a 
meal to see four people on the opposite 
side of my table involved in telephone 
conversations. I wondered if they were 
talking to each other. 

The zaniest member of our group was 
undoubtedly “Mad Man” Cassius Vieira 
Nunes, a huge, bald guy who can make 
a Suzuki DR350 go much faster than its 
designers ever intended. Among his 


favorite pastimes are parading around 
hotel hallways completely naked, and 
waking up entire towns at 5 a.m. by 
sticking his head out the window and 
crowing like a rooster. 

But while he’s both fast and crazy, 
Cassius is also quite.smart, and he gave 
me several pointers that proved useful 
during the race. In one transfer section, 
the roadbook had a mistake, and pan- 
icked riders were wandering around the 
streets of a small town in every direc- 
tion. Not Cassius. He simply advanced 
his rollchart until he found a diagram 
that looked like a traffic circle, and after 
locating a local and asking him the way 
there, Cassius found the roundabout, 
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reset his odometer and proceeded down 
the correct route - with everyone else 
tagging along behind. 

Though not every rider in our group 
of friends was as talented, all were 
extremely “good people.” The KTM I 
was riding was the property of Fernan- 
do “Tweety Bird” Loyola, the owner of 
Workshop Racing. I never mentioned it 
to him, but I couldn’t figure why he 
would let me thrash a perfectly good 
motorcycle, when I could do absolutely 
nothing for him in return. I hoped he 
hadn't been of the impression that I was 
a big shot here in the States. Fortunately, 
the same bike had been ridden by Italian 
ace Luca Trussardi at the international

race, and his fifth-overall finish had 
gained Tweety’s shop some exposure. 

If the company we kept wasn’t 
enough to make us happy, the scenery 
pretty much finished the job. It was 
nearly enough to make me not mind 
being lost. There wasn’t as much jungle 
riding as I had hoped, since most of that 
terrain is in a different part of the coun- 
try, but I saw some beautiful sights 
nonetheless. I suppose the wilderness 
vistas were impressive, but my personal 
favorites were the little villages. Cheer- 
ing townspeople lined the streets while 
school children waved Brazilian flags 
and flew colorful kites, making one feel 
like a bit of a hero. Some cities actually 
blared the names of passing riders 
through P.A. systems, and shot fire- 
works off over our heads, which was 
both flattering and extremely distracting. 
It was tempting to pull wheelies and 
catch air over speed bumps, but doing so 
could cause you to miss a turn in the 
roadbook. Of course that didn’t stop 
Steve, who even threw in a few nose- 
wheelies for good measure. 

The cities chosen for our overnight 
stops were all beautiful and packed with 
history. Day One ended in front of an 
ancient church in Petropolis, a 3000-foot 
mountain resort that was once the resi- 
dence of the royal family; the next night 
was spent in picturesque Juiz de Fora. 
But the best finish of all was Day Three’s 
in Ouro Preto, an ancient city that was 
once the richest mining town in Brazil 
(its name means “black gold” in Por- 
tugese). The town is a national monu- 
ment, and though I'd been valiantly 
combatting the early starts by hitting the 
sack at a decent hour, I gave up in Ouro 
Preto and stayed out late, walking the 
narrow, cobblestone streets and check- 
ing out the cool architecture. I finished 
the night off in the central plaza, kicking 








back under an old statue of a dentist 
who had led a revolution (his head was 
supposedly buried under that very mon- 
ument). One of my favorite hobbies is 
penpe veer and here I saw teeny- 
boppers smooching, old folks dancing, 
and an old bus driving by with a march- 
ing band playing inside. It was worth 
the missed hours of slumber. 


he three missing riders were back 

for Day Three, and I spent the 

entire first loop eating the dust of 
the guy ahead of me. I was wondering 
why he was going so slow, until it sud- 
denly dawned on me that I was riding 20 
seconds early. I had been the fifth rider 
out that morning, and in the rush had 
apparently set my watch wrong. Oh, 
well, what were a few more burned 
checks at this point? 

Even after I had corrected my clock, I 
still spent a considerable amount of time 
sucking dirt. On three separate dirt 
roads, I found myself following week- 
end drivers in Volkswagen Bugs, 
prompting me to wonder if they were 
entered on my minute. They were cer- 
tainly going along at the correct speed 
average, which meant I couldn't pass 
them unless I wanted to ride early. It 
seems the region was in the midst of a 
long drought, and this day - the longest 
of the four - was particularly dry. After 
230 miles and over 10 hours, I had 
enough dust in my nose to plant corn. 

By that afternoon, I had actually 
begun to get a grip on the navigation/ 
timekeeping process, and, though it was 
too late to do me any good, it was satis- 
fying to feel like things were finally 
clicking. 

Day Four was just 95 miles, but it 
took us over some of the best trails of all 
- cool, tree-lined singletrack with some 
nifty descents. By this time, Steve had 
given up and was stopping along the 
trail to shoot photos with a disposable 
camera. Believe it or not, he actually had 
the top score through the first seven 
checks, prompting him to wish he had 
taken pictures on the first three days. I 
just laughed and called him Ansel 
Adams. 

The whole shebang finished in Belo 
Horizonte, the self-proclaimed capital of 
off-road motorcycling. The party there 
put all the others to shame, as everyone 
celebrated the accomplishment of com- 
pleting four days and 550 miles on a 
motorcycle. Some people had particular 
reason to rejoice. Monica Curi, for exam- 
ple, was the sole woman finisher, and 
Joao Pedro and Gustavo Panisset - both 
14 years old - were the youngest riders 
ever to reach the finish. Ericio Panisset 
won the Mauricio Moreira Award, a tro- 
phy presented in honor of an old racer 
(and Cristiano's former partner) who 
was killed this year in a trailriding acci- 
dent. Steve managed a commendable 
16th overall despite his troubles and I - 
well, I honestly didn't even bother to 
find out how poorly I did. All were 
proud of their accomplishments, but our 
clique was perhaps the most delighted of 
all, since one of its members - Haas 
Moto/O'Neal-sponsored, Husqvarna- 
mounted Guilherme de Oliveira Campos 
- had scored the overall win. At just 25 
years of age, Guilherme has contested 
the famous event no less than 10 times, 
and this was his third victory. 

"]t's a very special motorcycle race," 
said "Gui," as he lets his friends call him. 
"I wish they had made the speeds a little 
bit faster, but this race is more than just a 
race. It has much history behind it, and 
for that reason, a win here is very impor- 
tant."

your motorcycling background, 

I'm willing to bet you've never 
been a part of anything like the Enduro 
Internacional da Independencia. That's 
because there is nothing like it - at least 
as far as I’m aware. 

Where to begin? Well, I suppose the 
start would be as good a place as any. 
Like the International Six Days Enduro, 
EII rules demand that your motorcycle 
pass a technical inspection and be 
impounded several hours before the 
start. Oddly enough, we were allowed to 
make a few final adjustments to our 


N: matter how extensive or diverse 


impounded bikes, prompting me to won- 
der why the ritual exists in the first place. 
As with many of the event's odd charac- 
teristics, I suspect the originators had 
once read about impounds in a maga- 
zine, and while they weren't exactly sure 
as to what the little buggers were, that 
didn't stop them from including the idea 
in their event. 

I got the chance to speak with Airres 
Mascarenhas, one of the original inven- 
tors of the EII format. "When we started, 
we didn't know how enduros were run," 
he said, “so we invented our own sys- 
tem. We wanted to make sure that brains 
were as necessary as speed if you wanted 
to do well." 

They were definitely successful in 
achieving that goal, and possessing nei- 
ther of the required qualities in large 
amounts, I was doomed from the get-go. 

Like a standard enduro here in the 
United States, the trail is sprinkled with 
secret checkpoints, at which all riders are 
scored as they ride through. But whereas 
every enduro I've ridden requires checks 
to be on an even minute and an even 
10th of a mile, they can be anywhere on 
the course in the EIT. And you're penal- 
ized one point for each second you're 
late, in effect making every ep a 
tie-breaker. You're also docked three 
points for each second you're early, a 
much more severe punishment than U.S. 
enduros (or European enduros, where 
you're actually allowed to be early). 

"No problem," you say? "I can just 
match whatever mileage my pacemaker 
tells me, right?" Wrong. Computers are 
outlawed in the EII. All timekeeping 
must be done with just a clock, a rollchart 
and an odometer. Of course you could 
always simply note the speed average 
and attempt to match your velocity 
accordingly. The only problem is that all 
speeds and distances are given in kilome- 
ters, pretty much making them i impossi- 
ble for Americans to estimate. 

One other small item of interest: The 
course isn't marked. All navigation is 
done dual sport-ride style, using your 
odometer and small diagrams on the 
rollchart. That means that should your 
odometer go south (as mine of course 
did), the consequences are more severe 
than a mere burned check or two; you 
also have no idea where you're supposed 

. Hazardous sections aren't marked 
, but are thoughtfully pointed out 








in the roadbook in abbreviated Por- 
tugese. 

And just in case you were thinking of 
simply getting on the same minute as 
some hot-shoe and doing your best to 
keep him in your cross-hairs, forget it. 
Riders leave one at a time every 20 sec- 
onds, so you've got no one to clue off of. 
The roadbook is so long that it won't all 
fit in the holder, so the rider has to 
change charts during gas stops. 

The system was originally intended 
for two-man teams, with one rider han- 
dling the time-keeping and the other 
navigation. Nowadays, however, Expert 

and Intermediate 
class riders are

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required to go solo. Apparently, someone 
complained that the old way was too 
"easy." 

In unfamiliar situations, I've found it's 
always a good idea to check out what the 
locals are doing. Of course it was too late 
for any lessons learned to do me any 
good by the time I was in Brazil, but I 
took an investigatory cruise through the 
pits nonetheless. Doing so made me feel 
a bit silly to be using a normal ICO 
odometer and my wristwatch. Nearly 
everyone had a homemade plastic "dash- 
board" clamped to their crossbar, with all 
the tricks of trade bolted thereon. Said 
"tricks" consisted of two Countdown 
rollchart holders integrated into one (so 
that twice as much roadbook could be 
seen at one time); a digital clock; a small 
map of the day's general course; and in a 
surprisingly high number of cases, a trick 
digital odometer from an '85 Honda XR. 
In case you don't remember, Honda 
briefly sold their popular four-strokes

with mechanically-driven, self-calibrat- 
ing odos with big, easy-to-read display 
windows. The mechanical drives are 
much more durable than the flimsy mag- 
netic sensors on most aftermarket units, 
and there's even a digital clock on the 
€ Of course riders of anything 

than an XR have to machine their 
axles to accept the drive, and the odome- 
ters are so expensive that Honda 
switched to a cheaper model the follow- 
ing year; I can't even imagine what the 
units go for in Brazil, where a normal dirt 
bike costs upwards of $7000. 

Even after you've got the general idea 
of how the race format theoretically 
works, actually applying the coi t on 
the trail is a different story altogether. In 
enduros, I'm accustomed to remember- 
ing a milage and a time; in the Nevada 
Rally, I got used to remembering a 

TEMPO INFORMA : 
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mileage and a turn direction. Trying to 
memorize a mileage (actually, a kilome- 
ter reading), a time and a spastic drawing 
of a turn direction proved a bit more of a 
task than my puny brain was up to. 

The whole process reminded me of 
trying to learn an unfamiliar locker com- 
bination while someone shouted phone 
numbers in my ear. Steve Hatch, on the 
other hand, likened it to playing golf 
with Randy Hawkins. "It's so frustrating, 
but it's also a lot of fun,” he said. "It's 
like you know you could do better if you 
could just figure everything out." 

On more than one etl my mind 
cried “uncle” and simply quit, leaving 
my fingers frozen on the roadbook knob 
and my eyes staring blankly at the 
odometer - then I'd be rudely snapped 
back into reality as my motorcycle 
careened off-course. There’s so much 
brain activity going on that actually rid- 
ing the motorcycle becomes almost sec- 
ondary.

GROUND AND PUSHING YOU AHEAD OF THE PACK. 
THIS SEASON. TAKE CONTROL ON A 
'96 KX125.

ou don’t easily forget being 
embarrassed on national televi- 
sion. Just ask Johnny Campbell. 
During the 1994 running of the 
Acerbis Adventure Nevada Rally, 
Campbell and French rally ace Alain 
Olivier were dicing for the overall lead 
on Day Three. They had been slugging it 
out all week, and the leading Olivier - 
aware that Campbell was competing in 
his first rally ever - decided that the time 
was right to play a trick. He purposeful- 
ly bypassed a turn and continued down 
the wrong trail for a few hundred yards 
before pulling off the trail and inspect- 
ing his apparently malfunctioning bike. 
Campbell - faster but less experienced - 
blew by the Frenchman and into what 
he assumed to be the lead. Once hidden 
by Campbell’s dust, Olivier remounted 
his perfectly fine motorcycle, turned 
around, and returned to the correct trail. 
By the time Campbell realized he had 
misread his roadbook and been fooled 
by a wily veteran, Olivier was long 
gone. To make matters worse, a televi- 
sion helicopter had captured the entire 
incident on film. Another roadbook 
error just off the start on the final day - 
also captured by the ever-present cam- 
eras - only served to rub salt in Johnny’s 
wounds. 

Campbell went on to finish second - 
nothing to be ashamed of in your first 
rally against some of the world’s top 
riders. The Southern Californian was 
justifiably proud of his finish, but he 
knew that he could have done better - 
and so did the American television- 
viewing public. Not one to dwell on the 
negative, Campbell went about his busi- 
ness, but when the rally returned one 
year later, so did he. And while Olivier 
sat it out with a broken leg, Campbell 
had to face such rally aces like Davide 
Trolli, Stephane Peterhansel and Edi 
Orioli. Campbell beat the Europeans at 
their own game, proving that he not 
only has the speed, but the brains to 
read the roadbook as well. The Euros 
gained so much respect for the Southern 
Californian that by week’s end they 
were referring to him as “Gionni Camp- 
belli.” 

What a difference a year makes. 
Johnny, the Nevada Rally had to be 
the biggest win of your career thus 
far. It sounds dumb, but how did it 
feel? 

I don’t know. It hasn’t sunk in yet, if it’s 
supposed to feel real special or some- 
thing. I feel real good about it. At times, 
I'm pretty excited about it, but overall, I 
just like to race, so whether I win or not, 
it's fine. 

After getting second last year, how 
important was it for you to win this 
time around? 

I think there was more pressure put on 
me, because last year I came just to learn 
how to ride a rally. (This time), since I 
had a second place last year, everyone 
expected me to win. I was very opti- 
mistic going into it, (even though) 
Davide's very good and Stephane Peter- 
hansel's very good. I wasn't sure how it 
was going to go, but I was really opti- 
mistic. Peterhansel is an outstanding 
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rider. I mean the guy wins Six Days and 
does stuff that I could never even 
accomplish. 

Was all the pressure from the outside, 
or was some of it self-imposed? 

I wasn't too worried about it. I was just 
more concerned for Honda, and just 
having fun, because if you take the fun 
out of it and put on too much pressure, 
there's no sense in doing it. I mean, 
we're taking our lives in our hands 
every second. 

How did you originally get hooked up 
with Honda? 

I had been racing in Mexico (SCORE) for 
about a year, and I kept having mechan- 
ical problems and crashing. I'd always 
come up just one position short of win- 
ning the 250 class. I was always second - 
just a privateer on a CR250. I had talked 
to (Honda Team Manager) Bruce 
Ogilvie about getting some pit support 
for the next year down there, and he 
said I did pretty well, and he thought 
maybe some pit support would be okay. 
So I went ahead and entered San Felipe 
(in 92) with my partner Dave Donatoni 
and we just took off from the pack and 
left everybody. This was on a CR still. 
We were third overall and first 250 in 
San Felipe. Honda was also there with 
their monster bike and they broke. I 
talked to Bruce after we won, and he 
was kind of excited. He was looking for 
some new young blood and the next 








week he called me and said, “Let’s do 
something.” 

When was your first ride on the factory 
XR628? 

The first ride was the Nevada 500, 1992. 
I rode with (Dan) Ashcraft and Dona- 
toni and we won. 


Had you ridden a four-stroke before _ 


that? 

I had ridden four-strokes but never 
raced one. 

How did the XR compare to the two- 
strokes you'd ridden? 

I think the XR is definitely better 
because the smoother power delivery 
doesn't get you as fatigued in long 
events. The weight helps with traction, 
but also isn't as good in the tight stuff 
because you get tired easier - pushing 
around a lot more weight. But overall, I 
do believe the bike is a better off-road 
bike than a two-stroke. 

How long did it take you to adapt to it? 
Well, it took me over a year to really 
start to go fast on it. I had difficulties the 
first year, just because I didn't know 
how to ride it. I'd try to ride it like a 
two-stroke and it just doesn't work, so it 
took me about a year before I started to 
get fast to where I could win races. 
What was your background before you 
started racing SCORE? 

Grand prix-type motocross events. Then 
I started racing some Mexican Grands 
Prix, which were a little bit longer - high 
speeds. Rosarito Beach, a lot of Baja Pro- 
motion ones. I won some of them. Then 
that developed into SCORE, and I start- 
ed racing SCORE five years ago and got 
kind of hooked on the high-speed type 
of stuff. I gradually got away from 
Grands Prix (and) into District 37 desert 
racing. 

What do you think the future is for 
Baja and motorcycles? 

I have to be optimistic about it. With the 
recent injuries to Charles Halcomb and 
the recent fatality of Danny Hamel, and 
it seems like a lot less bike entries and 
higher entry fees, it's like every year I 
think maybe they're going to get rid of 
the bikes because they're not drawing 
enough money from them. But then 
again, they've had bikes in it since the 
beginning, and I can't see them getting 
rid of them. 

How do rallies compare to the races 
you do the rest of the year? 

The rally is longer. It's the same speeds 
as Baja, but it's more difficult because 
you have to pay attention and navigate, 
rather than just follow the course that 
you've pre-run, or follow ribbon. So the 
navigation is the biggest key. The races 
have nothing like it. I don't think it's 
better or worse, I just think it's different 
and I think (the navigation) makes it 
more exciting. The fact that it's different 
just makes it more exciting, because it 
cuts out from just the same old boring 
following ribbon. 

Last year, what made you decide to 
ride the Nevada Rally? 

Actually, Bruce built some rental bikes, 
and he was just going to have Chuck 
(Miller) and Charles (Halcomb) do it 
and three magazine guys - yourself 
included. And nobody rented two extra 
bikes, and (Acerbis Adventure's) Bill 
Berroth offered him some cheaper 
entries, so Bruce decided just to put me 
and Jeff Capt in the rally, just to learn 
how to do the rally. 

What did you think of the event? 

It was a really foreign experience, and a 
real eye opener as far as just racing 
against world-class European rally rac- 
ers and seeing how they ride, how they 
react to certain situations. I rode a lot 
with Alain Olivier last year, following 
him and kind of trying to figure out 
what he was thinking and when. 
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Did that experience help you this time 
around? 

I do believed I learned a lot last year. But 
I think our recent practices (helped 
more). Me, Davide, Chuck, Bruce and 
Jimmy Lewis made our own rallies and 
went out and practiced, road book and 
everything, just out in the desert. I think 
that was the key to our success, because 
I knew I had the speed. Practicing the 
navigation was the key. 

How big of an advantage is it being a 
member of Team Honda in a race like 
this? 

I think it's a big advantage because we 
put the biggest support out, we have the 
best bikes and we have the best pit 
crews. Bruce Ogilvie is the king of orga- 
nization. I mean, there's nobody better 
at organization than him, and I think 
that's the other key. It's definitely 
impressive, especially to a privateer. 
How did Honda's effort this year com- 
pare to that of last year? 

I think it was in a way similar, but it was 
a little bit easier, being that there were a 
couple less guys riding and we had larg- 
er trucks to just carry more parts. Bike- 
setupwise we got better suspension 
from FMF, we refined a couple things, 
just like jetting. We put the computers in 
a different place that works better. Just 
minor details on the bike. As far as the 
whole program in general, we learned 
that we needed more space for a 
machine shop, a bigger truck and we 
learned to pay attention a lot more at the 
riders' meetings - take better notes and 
more navigation. 

How did this race compare to last 
year's? 

The course was much more technical 
(with) a lot more overgrown bushes on 
the trails. Last year was a lot higher 
speeds. This year the route sheets were 








68, 70 pages - last year. they were only 
45. There was twice as much navigation, 
and it was like 500 miles longer. 

Were you disappointed that Olivier 
didn't race? 

A little bit. Yeah, I wanted to beat him 
and show him that I'm better than him, 
but I'm not too bummed, because it 
could have been me with a broken leg 
(and people still) saying I don't know 
how to navigate and I’m a nobody. 
There was plenty of talent. I do believe 
last year we had a few more guys that 
could have overalled the event, but I 
think this year it was (an even more dif- 
ficult) event, because Davide and 
Stephane Peterhansel were very good. 
(Peterhansel) was off the pace, but he's 
the best. Davide was just extremely com- 
petitive this year. Just super fast. We 
were on the edge the last two days. We 
worked as a team for four days to get 
ahead and pull time on Peterhansel, and 
it worked. We pulled an hour on him. 
What do you mean by working as a 
team? 

Well, just helping each other find the 
way. And if the other guy got lost, help- 
ing each other navigate. That's basically 
what I mean by helping, 'cause we 
wanted us to go one and two at the fin- 
ish, and we wanted Honda to win. 

It sounds kind of like a bicycle team in 
the Tour de France or something. 

Right, right. You know, sometimes I'd 
be going slow in a section, Davide 
would catch up and I’d.wave him by 
because he was going faster than I was. 
In another section I was going faster so 
I'd catch him and he'd let me by, and 
we'd just leapfrog like that the whole 
event - just work together because it 
pulled both of us along, and that's what 
pulled us ahead. And then on Day Four 
we had such a big lead (for) the last two 








days. I was in the lead, and then Davide 
started getting serious about winning. 
(At that point we were) not so much a 
team, because we had already gotten 
away from the pack, and we both know 
that. On Day Five, Davide knew that the 
terrain was in the mountains. He's very 
accustomed to riding in mountainous 
terrain from his home country (Italy), 
and it was a lot more to his advantage 
than me because I never ride in the 
mountains - you know, maybe once a 
year. 

He knew he'd be good in that sec- 
tion. I took off first that day, and I blew 
one direction and he got the lead and 
that's all it took - I had to chase him 
down all day. Going into the last day I 
had a two-minute lead and it was 
intense. I was starting second and we 
were still in the mountains. I knew we 
were going to go in the desert, but we 
were still in the mountains and Davide 
was very fast. So going into the last day 
I only had a two-minute lead. Basically 
all I wanted to do was stay with him, 
and if he made a mistake I'd pass him, 
and that's exactly what happened. 

Did you see his mistake? 

I didn't see his crash. I rode in his dust 
and was exactly one minute behind him 
the whole first half. He got to this one 
section and got kind of confused and 
turned around and started coming back 
on the course. I pointed to the right trail 
and he got it before me. I was just going 
to still follow him because he was going 
fast. We went up another 10th of a mile 
and there was another direction and he 
took the wrong road. I stayed there a lit- 
tle bit just to make sure I was right. I 
continued on the right path and took 
off. When he finally got turned around 
on the right road, he was probably 
going like a madman to catch back up 
and he hit a ditch that I (had) barely 
missed. 

It sounds like last year's experience 
paid off in that you trusted your road 
book and didn't follow the rally veter- 
an. 

Last year I would have followed Olivier 
down the wrong trail, just like I did on 
TV. This year I gained respect for the 
route sheet and I stuck to my heart to 
figure out that it was the right trail. 
Now that you've got this win, would 
you like to try some European rallies? 
A lot of people have been asking me this 
- would I like to try other rallies? I’ve 
never had any interest in going over to 
Africa or doing European rallies or 
whatever. I’ve never been interested, 
just because I just don’t know about 
them. I have no idea how they pertain 
(to the Nevada Rally) or anything. But 
now that everybody keeps asking me 
things, I’m getting curious about these 
different rallies like Tunisia, Atlas, 
Dakar. So we'll have to see what hap- 
pens after this event, as far as getting 
offers to go over and ride. I think it 
would be a great experience. I don’t 
know if I would even be in contention 
for winning over there, but it would be a 
good experience. 

Did you do much physical training for 
the rally? 

No, I didn’t do too much physical 
preparation, just because I was riding a 
lot this year, and I didn’t have time to 
do it, because I recently got hired at 
American Honda to build Baja bikes, 
build rally bikes. This year I put togeth- 
er all our bikes from the frame up. I-was 
extremely busy the last month, just 
working from 6 o'clock in the morning 
all the way to midnight. No time to 
train. 

Wow, I bet Peterhansel didn't have 
that same work schedule. 
Idon't think so.

t's that new-model time of the year 
and Kawasaki has released pho- 
tographs and information regarding 
several of their new bikes for 1996. 
And, on paper at least, things look 
good. 

Perhaps the biggest news in the 
Kawasaki lineup are the new Ninja ZX7 
models, the ZX7R and its near-race 
brethren, the ZX7RR - both of which 
have been changed considerably. But 
cruiser fans need not despair as the 1996 
Vulcan models come back with their 
own kind of “updates,” if you can call 
them that, since Kawasaki too has joined 


-the retro-styling trend sweeping the 


lucrative cruiser market. 

Kawasaki has had better seasons in 
superbike racing than the one just past, 
and they seem to have upped the ante 
considerably with a host of changes to 
their top-line racer-replica models. 

Foremost, certainly, is the new pow- 
erplant that both the R and the RR 
share. Kawasaki wasn’t talking, but 
judging from the spec sheets it seems 
safe to say that both peak rpm and 
peak horsepower will be increased over 
last year’s Ninja. The compact in-line 
four has a displacement of 748cc and is 
highlighted by a new, wider bore of 
73mm and very short stroke of 44.7mm 
(down 2.6mm from last year). As a 
result of the shorter stroke, the new 
crankshaft is more rigid than last 
year's, and the stiffer piece is'comple- 
mented by a suitably strengthened 
crankcase. 

The 16-valve cylinder head features 
direct-valve actuation on bucket tap- 
pets and straighter intake ports that 
have been reduced in diameter by 
4mm to increase the velocity of the 
incoming charge. The cylinder-head 
changes have allowed a steeper down- 
draft angle for the carburetors and 
hence a straighter path to the combus- 
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tion chamber. Compression ratio is 
11.5:1. 

Special attention was given the 
ZX7RR when it came to carburetion. 
Unlike the ZX7R, which features four 
38mm CVKD units, the RR breathes 
deeply through a quartet of huge, 
smooth-bore 41mm Keihin flat-sliders 
with accelerator pumps. Both models 
now have Twin Ram Air Induction and 
a two-piece, rubber-mounted four-into- 
two-into-one exhaust system with a spe- 
cial baffle and connector tubes to help 
augment low- and midrange torque. 

Shifting on the '95 ZX7 wasn't exactly 








what we would call a problem area, but 
Kawasaki has changed a few things 
nonetheless. For better feel and less 
backlash the input and output shafts 
now have involute (curved) splines 
rather than straight splines to reduce 
slide resistance. Further, the gearbox 
also has stronger gears with five under- 
cut engagement dogs rather than the six 
used on the previous model. 

Because of the race track intentions of 
the RR, it will feature a close-ratio gear- 
box with paper-based clutch material 
that deforms less that the comparable 
cork-based one used in the R model. 














Framing the pretty powerplant 
Mr picture is, you guessed it, a 
new perimeter frame. This compo- 
nent, shared by the ZX pair, is manufac- 
tured from pressed aluminum pieces 
which are then welded together. Opti- 
mized for minimum weight while still 
providing an increase of 30 percent with 
regard to torsional rigidity, Kawasaki 
says it is the strongest frame they have 
ever produced for a 750cc superbike. 
There is a difference, however, between 
the two models that sets the RR apart: 
an adjustable steering head for easy 
alteration of rake and trail. 
The forks on the two bikes are the 
same externally, and larger than last 
year at 43mm in diameter. Though the 
tubes are larger they have been crafted 
with a thinner wall to maintain the same 
weight while increasing the overall 
rigidity. The inverted cartridge-type 
unit is substantially more adjustable on 
the RR model with a wider range of 
both compression- and rebound-damp- 
ing adjustments as well as threaded 
adjusters for spring preload that are not 
available on the ZX7R. 

Add a rear suspension featuring a 
nitrogen-charged, piggyback-reservoir 
shock working in Kawasaki's Bottom- 
Link Uni-Trak linkage system and you 
have a platform that is about as 
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adjustable as they come: at the rear, 
compression (20-way adjustable), 
rebound (4-way), spring preload and 
ride height can all be altered to suit the 
needs of track or rider. And to cope with 
the increase of frame strength, the cross 
pipe on the redesigned swingarm has 
been reinforced. 

While both machines have six-piston 
brake calipers at the front, the ZX7R's are 
manufactured by Tokico, the RR’s made 
by Nissin. In both cases the semi-floating, 
radially drilled front discs are 320mm in 
diameter, while the rear disc is 230mm 
and squeezed by a two-piston caliper. 
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Rims front and rear are 3.5 inches 
and 6 inches wide, respectively, and 
come shod with Dunlop ZR-rated radi- 
als. The front, a 120/70-17, isn’t so 
unusual, but the rear is a fat, low-profile 
190/50-17. 

The R model will be available in two 
color schemes, Lime Green/Jet Ski Vio- 
let (read: purple) and Candy Persim- 
mon Red, while the limited edition RR 
model is available only in the 
green/ violet, racing-colors combina- 
tion. Cosmetically there is little to dis- 
tinguish the two models except for the 
lack of passenger accommodations on 
the RR. And because the rear section 
need not support a passenger on the 
limited-production bike, it has been 
reduced in weight. Other areas of 
weight reduction were in the use of an 
aluminum steering shaft (instead of 
steel) and a lighter battery. All told, the 
441-pound claimed dry weight on the 
RR is-seven pounds less than the stan- 
dard ZX7R. 

The redesigned fairing shape is said 
to have the lowest drag coefficient ever 
for a production Kawasaki. 

Price remains a mystery at press 
time, but it won't be cheap... 

If scuffing your knee pucks on the 
local back roads isn’t quite your speed 
and you think you'd rather profile your 
way down the local boulevard, perhaps 
Kawasaki has an answer for you. Join- 
ing the retro-cruiser fray are the new 
Vulcan 800 and 1500 "Classics," as well 
as the more entry-level oriented Vulcan 
500 LTD. 

It seems that just about all the manu- 
facturers are betting that this will be a 
major growth area in the slowly 
rebounding motorcycle market and 
Kawasaki has stepped up with deeply 
valanced fenders, lower seats and 
chrome. 

The smallest Vulcan, the 500 LTD, is 
based on the standard 500. Changes 
were made to increase what you might 
“cruisability.” The LTD features the 
same counter-balanced 498cc parallel- 
twin with four valves per cylinder and 
liquid-cooling, but uses a pair of carbu- 
retors 2mm smaller in diameter, has 
slightly lower compression and 
employs a heavier flywheel. Also differ- 
ent are the cam profiles and exhaust

system, all of which were 
altered to enhance low- 
end grunt. 

To further enhance the 
low-strung nature of the 
redesigned powerplant 
the six-speed gearbox 
now has icher second 
and third gears to drop 
running rpm around 
town. 

Styling gets slightly 
Americanized with a 
lower seat (accomplished 
with a new double-cradle 
frame), reshaped rear 
fender and a tank-mount- 
ed speedometer. And 
instead of the seven- 
spoke aluminum wheels 
found on the regular 500, 
the LTD gets chrome, 
spoked hoops. Paint 
comes in two shades: 
black or red. 

Changes made to the Vulcan 800 to 
merit the “Classic” moniker were funda- 
mentally cosmetic in nature with the 
exception of altered gear ratios to drop 
the water-cooled, 805cc V-twin’s rpm in 
cruise mode. 

To quote Kawasaki: “The new entry 
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strives to capture the hard-core cruiser 
style, yet spikes the experience with an 
undeniable link to the heritage of 
American motorcycling.” So, gone is 
the narrow 21-inch front wheel and. in 
its place is a fat 16-incher with 48 
spokes, Valanced fenders urge further 


























comparison with machines of Ameri- 
ca’s past, as do the fork covers (a la H- 
D's Fat Boy, et al) on the shorter 41mm 
tubes. Seat height is down to a low 27 
inches, and the bars get lowered as 
well. A new tank emblem (wingish, 
with a prominent V) goes on two-tone 
paint available in red and white or blue 
and silver. 

The undisputed king of V-twin dis- 
placement, the Vulcan 1500, receives a 
similar makeover. Like its smaller sta- 
blemate, the 1500 Classic gets the 
altered front end and fenders. Unlike 
its smaller stablemate, the 1500 Classic 
gets floorboards rather than pegs, as 
well as a big rubber-covered rear brake 
pedal. 

Mechanically the Classic is differenti- 
ated from the standard Vulcan 1500 by 
an increase in flywheel effect of 25 per- 
cent and a drop in compression of 
almost half a point to 8.55:1. With the 
huge 102mm bore all the big Vulcans 
use a twin-plug ignition to resist detona- 
tion in the single-cam, four-valve heads. 
Speaking of which, the rear head on the 
Classic has been redesign to allow the 
exhaust pipe to exit immediately to the 
right so onlookers get the full dose of 
the staggered chrome pipes. 

With a claimed 90 
foot-pounds of torque 
available at 3000 rpm, the 
counter-balanced motor 
makes due with only four 
gear ratios, spaced more 
widely that the standard 
1500's. 

Finålly, we have the 
Vulcan 1500 L. This new 
addition to the Kawasa- 
ki cruiser lineup gets the 
twin 36mm carbs of the 
standard Vulcan rather 
than the single 40mm 
used on the Classic, and 
is restyled with lower 
bars and a more upright 
seating position than the 
regular 1500. Laced 
wheels are used with a 
narrow 19-inch rim at 
the front and a squat 15- 
incher at the rear, in 
contrast to the alu- 
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minum wheels found on the standard 
1500. Available colors are solid yellow 
or solid black. As with all the big Vul- 
cans, a full line of accessories will be 
available.

orld Superbike rookie 
Anthony Gobert is 
arguably the hottest 
new road racing talent 
in the world. When the 
question is asked as to which rider is 
going where for the 1996 season, Gob- 
ert's name continues to crop up faster 
than any other. The young Australian 
has been linked with everyone from the 
Grand Prix teams of Pileri Honda and 
Marlboro Roberts Yamaha, to the World 
Superbike teams of Honda, Ducati and 
back to his current employer, Kawasaki. 
But he seems hell-bent on somehow 
becoming 500cc World Champion. 
Where he goes, nobody knows. But 
wherever Gobert chooses to compete in 
1996, this confident young man is sure 
to turn heads. We caught up with Gob- 
ert recently to discuss both the past and 
the future. 
Why did you leave Honda for Kawasa- 
ki at the end of last year? 
They wanted me to sign a contract 
before I rode the factory Honda at the 
last round in Phillip Island. At that 
stage, the contract only stated Aus- 
tralian superbike racing and I wasn't 
interested in racing in Australia again. 
So I wasn't going to sign that contract. 
They said that I had to sign it to ride the 
bike. So I said I wasn't going to sign 
something that I didn't want to do. 
I was quite disappointed with the 








way they went about it. I felt it was 
quite unprofessional. But I suppose peo- 
ple do business in different ways. 

I'd been speaking to the Muzzy team 
about doing World Superbikes this year. 
He (Rob Muzzy) approached me in 
Sugo, when I rode the Honda there in 
last year's World Superbike round. But I 
wasn't that interested in Kawasaki. I 
had wanted to stay with Honda and 
ride a 500 for them this year. But at 
Phillip Island I had the option to go 
home and sit on the couch and watch it 
on TV, or to ride a Kawasaki. 

So I went down and packed my gear, 
after Honda said I couldn't ride their 
bike, and walked out of the garage. Rob 
wasn't there at the time, it was just Steve 
Johnson. I spoke to him and explained 
how Rob said I could have a ride on the 
bike, which he knew all about. Within 
about 10 minutes I was out on the track 
on one of Terry Rymer's spare bikes. It 
was a spur-of-the-moment type thing. 

A lot of people see it that I left 
Honda, but I don't see it that way. I feel 
that they left me with no other option 
but to go because of the way they did 
their business. But I haven't been 
dwelling on the fact that I'm not with 
Honda because I know that I can win on 
a lot of different machinery, and I know 
that I don't need Honda to become 
World Champion. But it would be nice, 
because I have a lot of confidence in 





Honda machines. I’ve grown up around 
them ever since I started racing, and 
also Kawasaki. I've ridden Kawasaki 
and Hondas off and on every since I 
started racing, when I was 10 years old. 
So I have confidence in both machines, 
but maybe a little more in Honda 
because they have a 500 and that’s 
where I want to go. 

It was a shame to stop the relation- 
ship we had. Originally, I had a four- 
year plan with them which was going to 
see me got to Japan for the 500cc All- 
Japan Series. Then, if I won that in my 
first year, I would then go to the world 
series. Once the All-Japan thing got can- 
celed, I put it to them that I wanted to 
ride a 500. I knew they only had Mick 
Doohan who was capable of winning 
races, and that if he was injured then 
they would have no one else on a 
Honda that could win. I knew that I 
wouldn’t be able to win on a 500 
straight away - it takes time. I felt that 
with them having a three-rider team, I 
could have been the third rider and just 
be there to learn. Maybe it would’ve 
taken me one year to learn, or maybe 
two. It's hard to say, but I know I'm a 
real fast learner and that it wouldn't 
take me as long as with a lot of the other 
guys. 

So you wanted to get to 500cc GP rac- 
ing this year. You didn't really want to 
do superbikes? 





No, I wasn't interested in World Super- 
bikes at all. I'd heard very little about it 
apart from Rob Phillis when he used to 
race in it. My heart's only in 500s - it's 
not with superbikes. I'm only here at the 
moment because I have to be, not 
because I want to be. 

Are you not enjoying racing here? 

I wouldn't say that, but I'm not having 
as good a time as I'd like. I know that I 
would be a lot more at ease if I was 
where I wanted to be. I suppose for me, 


just like for a lot of other guys, it's 


important to feel good about what I'm 
doing. I don't particularly like it here. A 
lot of these World Superbike guys think 
they're better than the GP guys. To me, 
anyone who thinks that is just kidding 
himself because what we're racing are 
just street bikes - not fully fledged rac- 
ing machines. 

So it is because of the bikes that you're 
not enjoying yourself? 

Yes. I would like to have more power. 
Everything I want, a 500 has. So it's just 
something that I want to do because, as I 
said, I’ve got no interest in superbikes at 
all. I've only ever looked at superbikes 
as a stepping stone to 500s. I laughed 
when Carl Fogarty and others said that 
superbikes were getting so good now 
that young guys like myself and Troy 
(Corser) and Colin (Edwards) are com- 
ing. He must realize that we're only 
here because we can't get 500 rides. 

Do you think superbikes are good 
training for riding a 500? 

Yes, if you're riding a four-cylinder 
superbike. But on a Ducati I think 
you're making it a lot more difficult for 
yourself because I feel it's very easy to 


j ride and quite easy to win races on. I 


think the Ducati guys probably don't 
really know where they're at. Fogarty 
sometimes says that he's the best rider 
and that he would be at the front in GPs. 
I think it would be a bit of a shock if he 
rode something different. 

For example, I'd never heard of Doug 
Polen until he rode a Ducati. He became 
World Champion, then he rode some- 
thing else and now he's gone. I'd never 
heard of Carl Fogarty until he rode a 
Ducati either. Now he's World Champi- 
on, but I feel that if he wants people to 
recognize him as a rider, then he either 
has to step up to 500s and prove him- 
self, or he has to ride another brand of 
machine. I would say he had to do that 
for himself. 

This doesn't mean that I don't think 
the Kawasaki is a good machine. But I 
just feel that the rules are in favor of the 
Ducati. But it's all to be expected when 
the championship is run by Italians and 
it's an Italian bike. I’m just getting sick 
of riding twice as hard as someone on a 
Ducati. 

I know I won't be able to retire with- 


- out a 500 title and be satisfied. My 


whole life has always been racing 
motorcycles. I turned professional when 
I was 15. I left school to concentrate on 
this. This is all I do. I train all the time 
for this. I do everything just thinking 
about this. So I know that I need to be 
500cc World Champion to be satisfied. 

I still feel something in my heart is 
missing because I might have left super- 





1 


cross a little bit early. I wanted to go to 
America and try and win the Supercross 
Series, and stuff like that. I felt really 
confident of having a good chance of 
doing that kind of deal. I think that my 
problem's always been that I’m proba- 
bly a bit too impatient. But my biggest 
problem is trying to get people to 
believe that I can do it straight away. 
They look at others and think - it took 
him three months so it's got to take you 
at least that. But then I got out and can 
do it in one month and prove them 
wrong. That's been my whole life, 
always having to prove people wrong. 
And that's the way it's going to be until 
I become 500cc World Champion. 

What was your first impression of the 
Muzzy team when you got there? 

I didn't really know what to think then 
because I'd never seen a World Super- 
bike team. I'd seen the way the 500 guys 
did it at the Australian GP, but I didn't 
really know anything about World 
Superbikes. Even when I raced at Sugo 
in ’94, I only looked at that as a one-off 
ride to try and get me on a 500. So I still 
didn’t really take a lot of noticed at Sugo 
= because I didn't really want to be there. 

AII I studied last year was 500 cir- 
cuits and 500 riders, everything was just 
about 500s. When I didn't get the 500 
ride, I was a little bit torn up inside. I 
felt that I'd missed out on something 
that I truly believed I was ready for. I 
wanted to go into 500s the way Mat 
Mladin did, and succeed. I wanted to 
prove people wrong because after Mat 
they said it couldn't be done. It's what I 
said about proving people wrong all my 
life - I wanted to prove people wrong 
again there. So when I didn't get the 
opportunity I felt really lost because I've 
always looked at 500s as the number 
one. Superbikes was where you went to 
retire, when you got old. 

So for me being here now, I just feel 

there's a big part of me missing. I need 
to get on a 500 and show that I can do it. 
When do you think of the Muzzy team 
now, after a year with them? 
I think this team’s got a lot to learn. It’s 
definitely a very small team for World 
Superbike racing. I feel that our results 
are really quite surprising considering 
the size of the team. We don’t do any 
testing. We’re just basically a lot smaller 
than anyone else. We don’t have a hos- 
pitality. We only have a couple of guys 
on the team. A lot of teams probably 
have too many people hanging around, 
but at least then you know that things 
will get done. That's something we need 
to work on. I think we need more peo- 
ple. 

We definitely need a hospitality for 
the mechanics because right now it's up 
to them to organize their own food, and 
they can't be doing that when they're 
trying to work on a bike. I feel sorry for 
them in a lot of ways because they miss 
out on dinner quite a lot because of that. 

So I feel disappointed for our 
mechanics. I feel disappointed for our- 
selves and for Kawasaki because our 
team looks like a private effort out there. 
It's not good for a factory Kawasaki 
team to look like a private effort. 

I think Rob Muzzy has a lot to give to 
the sport. He seems to have a lot of 
knowledge in different areas of the 
sport, and he's been around for a lot of 
years. So I feel he has a lot to give, but I 
suppose it's hard to give it when we 
race over here and he's in America. That 
part is hard for me to deal with as well 
because I felt like I signed to Rob 
Muzzy, and now I'm with Steve John- 
son, even though he's only the team 
manager. I don't fully know how the 
system works because it's only my first 
year, but I was under the assumption 








that Rob would be around a lot more to 
give me advice. That part for me is very 
hard. 

So do you think it was all down to 
Scott Russell's talent getting the 1993 
title? 

Yes. 

What do you think of Russell as a 
rider? 

I think he's a good rider. He's shown 
that in GPs. But I do think he was the 
major thing keeping the Muzzy team 
going along. The team is actually lucky 
that I was able to learn quick enough to 
be able to win a race for them this year. I 
do feel that I’ve saved Muzzy and his 
team to some extent. There's also been a 
lot of races where I shouldn't have been 
on the start line because of crashes. But I 
felt obliged to ride because I was the 
only rider. If I was a team owner, then I 
would expect my riders to put in. And if 
one of them leaves, you obviously 
would like the other one to be on the 
track all the time. At places like Monza 
and Albacete and a couple of others, I 
shouldn't have been racing. I still man- 
aged to get some good results, but that's 
only through determination - mine's a 
lot stronger than some of the other rid- 
ers. 

But things did start improving once 
Russell left... 

Yes. We only had two guys on each bike 
and if you crashed one, it didn't really 
leave much time for them to fix you 
another one and get you going again. I 
don't know if it's the American way, but 
they seem to make it like it's two teams 
in one. To me, it felt like it was Scott, 
Danny and Gary (Russell's mechanics) 
against myself, Tony and Masanori 
(Gobert's mechanics). It wasn't like a 





team, it was like they were here to beat 
us. 
I hated that situation at the start and 
it only got better because Scott left and 
there was more people to give me the 
attention and time I needed. It's my first 
year and I need to know a lot of infor- 
mation and there's not many people out 
there who can give me that information. 
That's what I meant about Rob being 
here. I feel he would be able to give me 
some good information. He has done 
that at different times when he's been 
here. I would like to see him at more 
races, but I suppose he's caught up with 
the Scott Russell thing. But that really 
hurt me. 








If you were to stay in World Superbike 
racing, would you want to stay with 
Kawasaki? ' 

I'm not sure. I'm not real keen at this 
stage unless I can have a ride on the 
new machine. Last year, Honda told us 
that their RC45 was going to be unbeat- 
able. We got it late in Australia, for the 
third round of our championship, and 
we had problems with it. It was slower 
than they expected. So I feel that I was a 
major part of the success of the Honda 
in Australia, but I was having to really 
override it to beat the Kawasaki and the 
Ducati. Knowing how hard I had to ride 
that Honda, how much harder I had to 
ride than the other guys to beat them, 
I'd like to try the new Kawasaki before 
committing myself. 

Will you test it? 

I don't think so. I spoke:to Rob about 
it in Japan - at the eight hour. I told him 
then that I wouldn't be keen on signing 
up with Kawasaki unless I had a ride on 
the bike because of what happened with 
the Honda. He said in December - 
which, of course, is too late for me. 

You recently tested Loris Capirossi's 
Honda NSR500. What was it like being 
on a 500 for the first time? 

I had a really good time on it. I feel it 
really suited my style. It was-a good size 
for me: T'm happy because up until you 
ride one, you don't know what to expect 
of it. There's quite a lot there you have 
to learn. I'm. happy because I seemed to 
accomplish the first step quite success- 
fully. So I feel that I would have a good 
chance of becoming World Champion 
on a 500. I didn't get a great deal of time 
on it. T only rode it for 26 or 28 laps, but 
I did enough to know where I was at. 
Do you think it would be a problem 
for you to go back to Honda? ; 


No, I don't think it should be because I 
feel that there was a big communication 
breakdown there. Because the Japanese 
were going through Australian Honda 
instead of talking to me directly so that 
things might have been changed 
around, or reworded. 

So it's a matter of who makes the best 
offer, is it? i 

I want to be sitting on the right bike. I'm 
not one of those riders who choose his 
bike according to the salary. For me, it's 
gota lot more to do with your heart. I've 
been doing a lot of thinking and haven't 
come up with a solution yet. But I 
would like to go to 500s in the very near 
future. Like very soon. €N 
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hey say you shouldn't 
mess with a good thing. 
Well, if this is true, then 
Suzuki is certainly 
putting these words to 
the test by completely 
redesigning what has 
been the company's bread-and- 
butter machine since its debut in 1985 - 
the GSX-R750. 

Highlighting Suzuki's 1996 line of 
street bikes is the now lighter, more 
compact and, according to Suzuki, 
faster and better-handling GSX-R750 
racer-replica sport bike, all because of 
an all-new motor, chassis and suspen- 
sion components. What's left? 

Based on the RGV500 GP bike rid- 
den by Kevin Schwantz to the 1993 
World Championship, the new GSX- 
R750 has a claimed dry weight of 396 
pounds, much of which has to do with 
a more compact motor, a simplified 
cooling system and the elimination of 
separate alternator drive gears and 
housing, due to a narrower crankshaft 
making it possible to relocate the alter- 
jator to the left end of the crankshaft. 
Plus, the clutch cover is made out of 





lightweight magnesium alloy instead 


of aluminum alloy. Further weight was 
lost by going to a single-wall, stainless- 
steel exhaust system, complete with 
aluminum-alloy silencers, Suzuki 






































claims the new engine weighs 19.8 
pounds less than the previous model 
engine. 

The GSX-R750 joins the ram-air 
brigade. Suzuki calls its system the 
Suzuki Ram-Air Direct (SRAD) Induc- 
tion. The system takes in air throug 
two openings, one on each side of the 
fairing nose, and ducts it through the 
frame spars, feeding the pressurized 
air through three air chambers into the 
airbox. 

New downdraft CV-type 39mm car- 
buretors feature a new slide shape and 
a new vacuum-chamber pressure-con- 
trol system to improve throttle 
response and drivability. 

The new motor is nestled in a totally 
redesigned chassis that offers a slightly 
shorter wheelbase than the RGV-T race 
bike and has a steep 24 degrees of rake. 
There's also a bolt-on rear sub-frame 
made of extruded aluminum-alloy tub- 
ing. Overall, Suzuki claims that the 
new frame weighs four pounds less 
than before. 

The 43mm inverted forks boast a 
wide range of adjustments such as 
spring preload, rebound damping and 
compression damping, and, to trim off 











weight, several internal fork compo- 
nents, like the cartridge tubes and bot- 
tom end caps, are aluminum alloy 
instead of steel. 

The shock rides on a beefier alu- 
;ninum-alloy swingarm, and the shock 
itself uses a lighter piggyback reservoir 
rather than a remote reservoir. Many 
suspension chassis parts have been 
lightened in one way or another. 

The aerodynamic shape of the fair- 
ing and bodywork are the direct result 
of intensive wind-tunnel testing. 
According to Suzuki, the curved shape 
of the tailsection dramatically reduces 
turbulent and top-speed wake, which 
would otherwise create the perfect for- 
mula to pull a drafting competitor for- 
ward. The new tail section not only 
smooths the air flow to help reach 
higher speeds, but doesn't give a pur- 

' suer anything to latch on to, meaning 
less drafting. 

The new GSX-R750 will also come 
with à new price tag for '96. The sug- 
gested retail price will be $8999, and 
$10,299 for its relatively unchanged 
GSX-R1100 brother. 

The RF line makes its third encore 




















with the unchanged 600 and 900 mod- 
els, however, the 900 does feature 
adjustable rebound damping to the 
front fork. The RF600 will sell for $6999 
and the RF900 $9099. 

For the more budget-minded sport 
bike rider, Suzuki will again offer the 
aging but pocketbook-friendly line of 
Katana motorcycles. The GSX600 is 
essentially the same except for a new, 
silent-type cam chain to help reduce 
engine noise, while the GSX750 returns 
unchanged. But here's the good part, 
the Katana 600 retails for a cool $5999 
and the Katana 750 $7099. 

As far as the rest of the street bike 
line, most of the bikes feature little 
changes, such as a new push-to-cancel 
turn switch for the L5650 Savage, 
wider seats and thicker padding for 
the VS800 and 1400GLPT Intruders. 
The GN125 and GS500 are back 
unchanged, as is the GSF600 Bandit. 

The GSX-R750 isn't the only big 
news from Suzuki, however. First of 
all, Suzuki's dual sport line has grown 
with the addition of the DR200S, a

slightly more powerful version of the 
entry-level DS125S. Like all of the 
other DRs, the 200 features electric 
starting. 

But the biggest news in Suzuki's 
dual sport department is the totally 
redesigned DR650S. Just look at the 
new 650, and you can easily tell that it 
is slimmer and probably lighter than 
its predecessor, and, according to 
Suzuki, it is - by 33 pounds” 

The DR’s four-valve, SOHC, air- 
cooled, electric-start motor features a 
new crankcase, cylinder, cylinder 
head, engine covers and a single coun- 
terbalancer system, all of which were 
designed to reduce weight while boost- 
ing power and performance. The over- 
all size of the motor is significantly 
smaller than the previous engine, as 
well. 

The frame is lighter but 13 percent 
more rigid, as claimed by Suzuki. 

Suspension is handled by all-new 
43mm conventional forks and a single, 
piggyback reservoir shock. 

The big DR will carry a suggested 
retail price of $5199. 

Both the DR250 and 350S models 
are unchange. €N

ever write off the Danes. 

Just when it seemed as though 

Denmark’s long domination of 
world speedway might be drawing to a 
close, Hans Nielsen and Tommy Knud- 
sen teamed up to take yet ais gold 
medal in the World Team Cup Final at 
Poland's Rydogoszez Speedway Club. 

When former world champions Erik 
Gunderson and Jan O. Pedersen were 
forced to end their careers due to injury, 
serious questions were raised about 
whether Denmark would remain on top 
of the pile. But a magnificent perfor- 
mance from Nielsen and Knudsen 
emphasized that the Scandanavian 
country still has world-class performers 
- as both Nielsen and Knudsen's 1995 
individual world championship bids 
will attest - even though both are on the 
wrong side of age 30. 

The mature Danes showed the teams 
comprised of much younger aces like 
America's Billy Hamill and Greg Han- 
cock, and England's Chris Louis and 
Mark Loram, just how to to win with a 
stunning display of track craft in front of 
some 20,000 fans. 

"It went perfect for us," the jubilant 
Knudsen said afterward. "I didn't think 
we'd win so easily. I thought we'd have 
to work hard for it, especially on that 
track." 

The meeting was marred by a horrif- 
ic heat-11 pileup involving Tomasz Gol- 
lob and Peter Karlson, and there was 
also some crowd trouble. However, this 
took little away from the magnificence 
of Denmark and a sterling performance 
from the England boys.: 

The elder statesman of the U.S. 
squad, "Sudden" Sam Ermolenko was 
disappointed with track conditions but

was also quite happy with third place 
for his team after Hancock defeated 
reigning World Champion Tony 
Rickardsson in a runoff. 

"]'m really, really pleased that we 
came out third," Ermolenko said. “This 
was the way I expected Bydgoszcz to be, 
it was the talk of the week. Everybody 
knew, and I don't think it was any sur- 
prise the way the track was. But it was 
unfortunate for the public, and they had 
a hell of a lot of people here and they 
never got to see us good guys really 
going for it." 

The enlightened few who had ridden 
Bydgoszcz before ignored Saturday's 
slick practice conditions, knowing its

usual deep state for the Polish League 
when Polish sensations Tomasz and 
Jacek Gollob spearhead the club. 

Despite morning and pre-race festivi- 
ties centered around the Polish brothers, 
the end of heat one met with silence as 
Nielsen headed Tomasz Gollob into the 
first turn. The Pole then lifted, and 
Knudsen swept past him to slot along- 
side Nielsen for four laps of almost per- 
fect team-riding. 

“Both Hans and I were making good 
starts today,” Knudsen said. “And with 
Hans on the inside and me on the out- 
side, it worked well.” 

No amount of dirt, it seems, can 
gurantee good racing. Throughout the 








afternoon the track posed problems for 
most, with the third and fourth turns 
showing a dangerous tendency to throw 
the riders wide. Norway’s Lars Gunnes- 
tad was the first to discover that in heat 
two. He beat Ermolenko and Hamill 
from the start and led comfortably until 
the end of the third lap when the fence 
drew him in. Gunnestad just managed 
to hang on for a well-earned win for a 3- 
3 split. 

Sweden and Australia also shared 
points in heat three. Bydgoszcz regular 
Henka Gustafsson looked unimpressed 
with the surface as he trailed in last. 

The crowd echoed Gustafsson’s feel- 
ings when heat four ended. Instead of 
Poland turning things around and mak- 
ing amends for its heat-one problems, it 
got worse. England’s fast-starting Louis 
took the win followed by Tomasz Gol- 
lob in second and Loram in third. Jacek 
Gollob drifted around the final bend 
way behind in last. 

The Danes were clearly the team to 
beat once they had got the better of the 
Americans in similar fashion to the 
Poles. When Ermolenko closed on the 
pair as Knudsen had an uncomfortable 
moment or two, Nielsen simply policed 
things from the white line. 

The Aussies scored a 5-1 ride over 
Norway in heat six, but this was to be 
the last time that the team would be 
involved in major points scoring after 
the performance failed to ignite a fire 
under it. 

England had no cause to worry with 
its second appearance on the track. 
Loram made a good start but lifted out 
of the first corner, and Tony Rickards- 
son pounced to take control. Defending 
champs Sweden had been the first to 
make a tactical substitution, with Peter 









Karlsson stepping in for Gustafsson but 
failing to score. 

Tomasz Gollob finally gave his fans 
something to cheer about by winning 
heat eight. Ermolenko did all he could 
to avoid a nasty collision with the crowd 
favorite off the fourth bend on the last 
lap and was second. The inclusion of 
Polish reserve Rafal Dobrucki had been 
greeted warmly, but he was out of touch 
with U.S. reserve Hancock, who drove 
under him for third. 

It was business as usual for Denmark 
over the Norwegians in heat nine, and 
then the English team produced one of 
its best rides of the day in heat 10. Aus- 
tralia's Craig Boyce led for a lap before 


































































Loram charged up the inside, and before 
Boyce could react, Louis also went 
round him for a Lions’ 5-1. 

Heat 11 played host to a sickening 
crash. Tomasz Gollob was leading, and 
at the end of the second lap he glanced 
back to see how brother Jacek was fair- 
ing against the Swedes only to find his 
brother in an interesting battle with 
Rickardsson. At that moment, Tomasz 
Gollob’s machine stopped, and 

* Rickardsson and Jacek Gollob swept 
past him on the inside. The unseeing 
Karlson wasn’t so lucky, driving into 
the back of Tomasz’s machine and 
sending both men clattering down the 
home straight. Two ambulances drove 
down the track to aid the injured riders 
while the crowd chanted Gollob’s 
name. 

The announcement that Gollob was 
excluded from the rerun was not supris- 
ingly an unpopular one. Gustafsson 
came in to replace Karlsson, who was 
sent to the hospital, and the Swedes 
raced to a 5-1 victory over the younger 
Gollob, who was no doubt more wor- 
ried about his brother than racing. 

Then things got ugly. As Rickardsson 
slowed down the back straight at the 
end of the race, he was met with a hail 
of bottles and glasses from Polish fans, 
who were apparently intent on some 
sort of revenge for what happened to 
their own number one. News that 
Tomasz Gollob was back in the pits did 
help to bring a bit of calm - but only 
slightly. 

Leigh Adams’ presence as reserve 
for the Aussie side in heat 12 couldn't 
prevent the Danes’ march toward the 
title. Jason Crump did get in front of 
Knudsen down the back straight, but 
the two-time Grand Prix winner slipped 
past the youngster on the top bend to 
claim his usual spot at Nielsen’s right 
elbow. 

“We agreed (before the meeting) that 
if Hans made a good start and I wasn’t 
quite there, then he should go for it, and 
I'd nip in for points where I could,” 
Knudsen said. “The inside gates were a 
lot better than gates three and four, so I 
knew I had to makes some good starts." 

Heat 13 took forever to get rolling. 
Ermolenko, Hancock and Gustafsson 
got to the tapes, but Rickardsson's first 
effort to follow them earned him anoth- 
er fusillade of missiles from the angry 
Polish fans. Rickardsson returned to the 
pits and got off his bike while the three 
waiting at the start were red-flagged. 
Rickardsson walked toward the crowd 

and tried to reason with them, but it was 

the plucky presence of the two-time 
world champion Gundersen, who came 

out to be at Rickardsson's side, that did 

most to restore some semblance of 

sense. 

When he was allowed to continue, 
Rickardsson showed little effect from 
his brush with the fans. He pushed 
Ermolenko wide on the first turn, and 
Gustafsson joined him in the chase for 
the fleeing Hancock. Ermolenko 
repassed Gustafsson on the next turn 
while Rickardsson dropped his first 
point of the meeting to the impressive 
Hancock. 

With everyone having completed 
four rides, the Danes were coasting at 20 
points. England trailed with 16 followed 
by Sweden with 13, the United States 
with 11, and Australia with 10. Poland 
and Norway occupied the bottom of the 
scorechart with seven points each. 

= But those totals meant little to the 

crowd upon seeing Tomasz Gollob reap- 

pear for heat 15, and he didn’t let them 
down this time as he scorched around 

Crump and took the win, riding a wider 

line than any before him. Jacek Gollob, 















though, rode a poor first 
turn after a good start 
and allowed Boyce 
through for third. 

The Danes were con- 
firmed as champions in 
heat 17. England’s only 
hope of catching them 
was to score two 5-1s, but 
Ermolenko kept Louis 
wide in the first turn of 
heat 17, and although 
Loram enjoyed his best 
moment by thundering 
under Hancock on the 
second lap, the young 
Brit's partner was strand- 
ed at the rear. England 
would finish the meeting 
with the silver medal. 

The new champions 
elected to give reserve 
rider Brian Karger a taste 
of the action against Eng- 
land in heat 19, and lively 
stuff it was too. The 
immaculate Knudsen 
stayed that way while Karger fought 
tooth-and-nail with Koram before sur- 
rendering third. 

The bronze medal was still to be 
decided, however, and that brought out 
the best in Ermolenko as he and Han- 
cock went against the Australians. Off 
gate four the 1993 world champion 
pulled back from the first-turn bunching 
and drilled his way up the inside line 





past both Aussies to join Hancock for a 
vital 5-1. 

Sweden did, however, do enough to 
eam a runoff with the USA for third place, 
and it would be Rickardsson vs. Hancock 
for the final rostrum spot. The young 
American made the gate and was more 
than fast enough to beat the reigning 
world champion and secure the bronze. €x

he professional USA Hillclimb 
Team took top honors in the 
800cc class with the team's chief 
mechanic Tom Reiser leading the 
way in a one-two team victory, as his 
teammate and current points leader 
Steve Dresser placed second. Riding a 
fresh bike, Reiser produced his first 
National win this season on his new, 
hand-built XR750 Harley-Davidson. 
Dresser's second-place finish allowed 
him to move ahead slightly in points 
over his rival and five-time winner Lo 
Gerencer Jr., 149-141. . 


Round 11: White Rose Motorcycle Club 


In the 540cc class, David Watson has 
been riding consistently better with each 
race and this time he put together a win- 
ning combination of new equipment, 
and a fresh, smooth riding technique. 
The fact that Watson is one of the 
youngest riders to possess a pro license 
makes him a candidate for many more 
victories in seasons to come. Second- 
place finisher Paul Pinsonnault moved 
ahead of Rick Soter by eight points as 
Soter finished in 20th. 

Cool, overcast weather allowed hill 
conditions to stay damp and tacky from 
the previous days' rains as the White 
Rose Motorcycle Club once again wel- 
comed the Pro Hillclimb Association for 
the 11th stop on the '95 season's calen- 
dar. The wonderfully groomed grounds 
makes it a favorite of many riders. 

Michael Pulver of Indianapolis, Indi- 
ana, drew the first ride. Unable to get to 
the starting box by the 1 p.m. starting 
time, Pulver used his 10-minute return 
time to get prepared. Unable to show, 
he had to scratch his first ride. When 
round two came around, the Massachu- 


setts native and his Honda were ready. 
Pulver got some air off the first jump, 
but once on the ground he was back on 
the throttle, the bike squirming, and 
heading for the second breaker. Getting 
a bounce, Pulver stayed straight and 
true to the light and clocked a 
respectable 6.7698-second run. The sin- 
gle run netted a fourth-place finish on 
the day for the young rider. 

Canadian Ted Wilkins got his Rotax 
on the hill in a frenzy, clicking off a fast 
6.3831 run that placed him in second at 
the end of round one. Then Paul Pinson- 
nault shoved his number-one plate 
holder over the top to clock a 6.3139 to 











take the first-round lead. Both Wilkins 
and Pinsonnault had slower, wheelie- 
plagued second-round rides and would 
be forced to rely on their first runs. 

Watson put his newly built Honda 
through the lights with a 6.8436, placing 
him in third on his first attempt of the 
day. Returning in round two, Watson 
squeezed out Wilkins and Pinsonnault 
to take his first National career win on a 
time of 6.2682 seconds. 

"The first run didn't work out that 
good," said Watson. "I kind of screwed 
up on the jump, got a lot of air, but it 
went really fast and I figured if I kept it 
on the ground I had a chance at it (in 
round two) and it worked real good. I 
kept the throttle on and ended up nip- 
pin' Paul (Pinsonnault) for the win." 

Third-placed Wilkins had a little 
trouble figuring out the hill. “I just 
couldn't quite get that jump just right to 
day," Wilkins said. “I thought I had it 
right, but it didn't work. It (the bike) still 
sprang me back from the hill and did a 
little wheelie." 

Paul Pinsonnault, placing second, got 
some relief as his fellow competitor and 
and main rival in season points, BSA- 
mounted Soter, faltered during both his 
rides and ended up in 20th place. As a 
result, Pinsonnault jumps to an eight- 
point lead over Soter, 149-141. 

The 800cc class got under way with 
Russell Vanderveen. The Indianan blast- 
ed onto the hill only to have his first ride 
stop short at a distance of 140 feet. In the 
second round, Vanderveen clocked an 
8.1728-second run to put him in 12th 
place at the end of the day. 

Jimmy Dingee put his nitro-fed 
Harley through the lights with a good 
first-run time of 6.2286 seconds. 
Dingee's return to the starting log pro- 
duced an improved time of 6.0893 as he 
floated the front wheel through the tim- 
ing lights to take third place, a victory 
for both him and his team as he had 
bent the frame on his XR750 last week at 
Middlebury. "Bob, Virgel and Joey did 
a good job getting the bike back together 
so I could go racing again. It's runnin' 
good (and) we're doing all right. We just 
got to hang in there." 

Steve Dresser clicked off his best ride 
in the first round, clocking a 6.0724. The 
New Yorker's second run was just 
slightly off the previous pace at 6.0778. 
The runner-up finish allowed Dresser to 
stretch his points lead over Gerencer, 
who finished fourth, to nine points, 149- 
141. 

Veteran hillclimber Reiser, aboard his 
new XR750 fuel-injected Harley, had a 
one-ride day, pushing his nitro burner 
over the top to clock a 6.0077. Reiser's 
return in round two came up short as he 
just got over the first breaker before 
stepping out at the 140-foot marker. 
Happy with the progress of his new hill- 
climber and also happy about his first- 
place, Reiser said it was finally coming 
together for his team's bike. "Hopefully 
it showed off today. It was halfway 
decent as far as suspension. Now if we 
can get the horsepower up on it, then 
we'll be ready for the hunt!" ex 
White Rose M.C.

Taber takes Gnarly 
Hills Enduro

STRATFORD, IA, SEPT. 10 

Tim Taber, a hare scrambles specialist from Tli- 
nois, bested all rivals and took the overall hon- 
ors for the A class at the Gnarly Hills Enduro in 
the woods of Stratford. 

This 15th annual event was perfectly run by 
the Central Iowa Enduro Riders. The route sheet 
showed a total of 104 miles. There were approxi- 
mately 30 miles of resets and 25 miles of road 
trails. This left almost 50 miles of technical off- 
road riding. 

Almost 100 riders started off in the sandy 
river-bottom woods. Ahead of them lay 3.6 
miles of straight woods before their first check. 
Most of the good riders were carding threes. 
Taber and AA rider Dennis Murphy carded 
twos. 

A reset and a short road section led the riders 
to a short 1.6-mile section of more river-bottom 
trails with a high-speed sandbar and a huge log. 
Many riders tried to find a line around the log 
but the alternate route they took looked worse 
than the original. There was another reset with 
no checks before the riders took to the road and 
encountered the first hot check. This took them 
into 8.2 miles of mostly virgin, technical, tight 
trails. This section tested the riders' skills with a 
very rocky creek section and seemingly endless 
straight-up-and-down hills. Thus the name for 
the enduro, Gnarly Hills. Even the best riders 
were dropping seven points in this section. 

A reset and more road trails led to the next, 
8.7-mile-long section. This section was mostly 
fast woods with very well-established trails. 
Some of the club members spent a lot of time 
making a creek crossing easier for the riders. 
They constructed a four-foot-wide bridge which 
featured a white center line and guardrails. The 
riders encountered a couple of short sections 
more of wooded trails and then reached the 
park area and their gas stop. 

The riders then started the second loop of 
trails. They followed the same trails. this time 
around but encountered checks in different 
areas. 

Overall class-A honors went to Illinois rider 
Tim Taber. He dropped only 25 points. Iowa 
rider Walker Luedtke achieved first-place hon- 
ors in the AA class. He was riding a Carroll 
Cycle RMX250 and dropped 26 points. Dennis 
Murphy rode his CR250 to a second-place finish 
in the AA class with 27 points dropped. 

Overall class-B honors went to first-time 
enduro rider Mark Guinia. Tom Farris achieved 
the first-place standing in the 250cc B class.

Ryan Rules at Los Banos MX

Ricky Ryan was first to the checkered flag in five 
of the six motos he competed in during round 
two of the GFI Fall Series North, presented by 
the California Motocross Association at the Los 
Banos Fairgrounds. 

At the drop of the gate-in moto one in the 
250cc Pro class, it was the Clawson Motorsports’ 
rider Jeff Pestana who grabbed the holeshot and 
the early lead.

Then on the next lap, it was Vohland’s turn to 
dump it in the rockers, allowing Ryan and Mat- 
son to move into second and third. At the 
halfway point it was Pestana with a command- 
ing lead over Ryan who had a comfortable lead 
over Matson. 

They would stay in this order to the check- 
ered flag with Pestana looking very strong at the 
end of the race. Ryan would hold on for second, 
followed by Matson. Fourth would go to CMA’s 
number-one Pro for 1996, Ben Vitale, and fifth 
would go to the hard-charging Vohland. 

Vohland found himself with the holeshot in 
moto two and was followed by Ryan, Matson, 
and moto-one winner Pestana. Vohland rode 
strong but was not able to stay ahead of the vet- 
eran Suzuki rider Ryan for more than a couple 
of laps. Péstana had his work cut out for him 
because of his mediocre start. At the halfway 
point, Pestana was able to power by Matson’s 
Yamaha in the tricky midsection doubles. 

By this time Ryan had opened up a lead that 
would remain unchallenged for the remainder 
of the moto. Vohland soon found himself being 
pressured by Pestana and, on the white-flag lap, 
danced his way past the struggling Vohland for 
second. Vohland would hold on to third. Finish- 
ing in fourth was Matson and rounding out the 
top five was Dustin Bloomfield.

It’s Miller time at Firebird RR

San Juan Capistrano resident Mark Miller rode 
his Avon-shod Kawasaki ZX7 to big wins in the 
Heavyweight Superbike, Heavyweight Super- 
sport and Unlimited Supersport classes Sunday 
during round seven of the CCS southwest Sprint 
series at Firebird Raceway. 

Miller was dead serious about doing well at 
Firebird after his excellent performance just 
weeks before at the previous CCS race in Las 
Vegas and had his head down, leaving little 
doubt that this was going to be his day. Miller 
Led the Unlimited Supersport race from the 
drop of the green flag, pulling away from ZX6- 
mounted Greg Perry at the rate of one second 
per lap. Once Miller had established a comfort- 
able lead, he backed off and cruised to the win. 











It was much the same story in his next race, 
the Heavyweight Superbike, where Miller put 
three seconds on David Roy's ZX7 after the first 
lap then extended that lead to five seconds by 
the halfway point. Miller then put it on autopilot 
to take the win. Miller's best lap was a 1:13.45, 
but he would better that lap time in the Heavy- 
weight Supersport race where he put away Dax 
Snow on the second lap with a sizzling 1:13.39. 
Miller went on to win by over 12 seconds. 

The only man able to stop the Miller jugger- 
naut was track record holder Mark Foster and 
his TZ250. Foster did just that during the final 
and best race of the day, the Unlimited GP, 
where Miller took the holeshot and pulled out 
another big lead right at the start. It appeared 
early on that Miller would do it again, especially 
after he turned a 1:13.13 on lap five, but Foster 
was on the move and turned a best lap of 1:11.38 
to pass third-place Marcus Hubbard and sec- 
ond-place Dax Snow. 

Foster then pressured Miller for several laps 
looking for a mistake that came on lap eight, 
when the Kawasaki rider went wide in turn four 
giving Foster just the opportunity he was look- 
ing for. Foster took the win by two seconds. 

“My bike wouldn't shift,” said Foster after 
the race. "It wouldn't shift into second at the 
start, then went three laps and stopped shifting 


altogether. I really had my hands full trying to . 


learn a new shifting style and catch Mark at the 
same time." 

Miller was pleased with his performance. 

"I had a good day with three wins and a sec- 
ond," Miller said. "My bike ran perfectly, and 
this is a great birthday present."

Graves bags Willow 
Springs Road Race

ROSAMOND, CA, SEPT. 16-17 

Chuck Graves captured his fourth-straight Toy- 
ota Gold Cup Formula One race victory during 
the ninth round of Willow Springs Motorcycle 
Club action at Willow Springs International 
Raceway. 

Graves led the race from the drop of the 
starter's flag. He was initially challenged by 
Curtis Adams with Ben Welch in third. Howev- 
er, Welch lost a position in turn nine of the first 
lap when Doug Toland powered by him.

The remainder of the race saw Toland 
attempt to close the gap on Graves, but by lap 
five, Graves had established a solid hold on the 
lead on his Valvoline/Suzuki-sponsored Suzuki 
GSXR1100. Despite Toland's best efforts, he was 
unable to challenge for the lead. At the line, it 
was Graves, Toland and Adams. 

In the Coors Light/Tom Sera Racing Formu- 
la Two race, current class points leader Lance 
Holst grabbed the early lead off the line. His 
hold on that lead was only a lap long when he 
was challenged and passed by Kent Kunitsugu 
on his Dunlop-shod Yamaha TZ250. Running in 
third in the early laps was Steve Teschke. 

As lap three started, Teschke was feeling the 
heat from Roland Sands, who closed on Teschke 
in turn one, then passed in turn two, moving 
himself into third. Sands continued his move 
toward the lead a lap later when he passed 
Holst in turn four. 

At the halfway point, Kunitsugu had estab- 
lished an impressive lead with Sands in second 
and Holst third. However, on lap six, Holst lost 
another position when Teschke passed him. At 
this point it was becoming clear there was a 
problem with Holst's motorcycle and that was 
confirmed when he slowed dramatically near 
the end of lap eight and pulled out of the race. 
That left Kunitsugu with the win followed by 
Sands in second and Teschke third.

When the flag dropped, all riders 
had to make an immediate left-hand pivot to 
enter the track proper. Therefore, qualifying 
position was of the utmost importance and the 
advantage in the money Main was Fuller's. 
(First-heat positions were determined by a 
drawing.) 

Fuller had made mincemeat of the course for 
almost all of the Main before snatching defeat 
from the jaws of victory with a bobble in a tight, 
bermed hairpin. Fuller recovered in time to 
defend second place from Tom Stuckey, who 





seemed intent on getting maximum air time 
over the doubles. Jerry French trailed at a dis- 
tance and desert racer Hans Vanderwaall rode 
alone in fifth. Hans, the overall winner of 
Whiplash’s Sonoyta, Mexico, Hare and Hound 
in April, appears to be game for virtually any 
venue.

Downing thrills hometown 
fans at Bellingham Motocross

Brian Downing pulled out all the stops at his 
home track at Hannegan Raceway in Belling- 
ham, Washington. 

Downing turned pro just last month. This 
race proved to be quite costly, ending up in å 
blown crank on his CR125, and a sheared-off 
hub on his YZ250.

Whipple repassed Downing halfway into 
the white-flag lap, but when they emerged from 
the woods, Downing was again in the lead, and 
Billy Binckley was closing in. With Binckley 
pressuring Whipple, and Downing lengthening 
his lead, Whipple ran out of time and finished 
second to Downing's lead, nearly getting passed 
by Binckley at the finish. 

Steffy pulled the 250cc Pro main-event 
holeshot, with Whipple second and Binckley in 
third. Downing moved into third on the back 
stretch of the first lap. Downing went down 
hard in lap two, shearing off his rear hub and 
ending his race day. Whipple caught Steffy in 
the whoops section and passed into the lead. 
Binckley had caught up to the leaders and was 
ready to do battle with Steffy for second. Binck- 
ley gained the advantage on Steffy but had a 
minor catastrophe which allowed Steffy to 








repass and keep second place all the way to the 
56 finish.

Joe Bret Williams took top honors in the Formu- 
la Pacific class at Thunderhill Raceway.

A teenager who is a championship-caliber high- 
school wrestler burst out of the minibike class 
and showed his older competitors he's not a 
lightweight by winning in the 125 B class at East 
Mountain Sports Park just east of Albuquerque. 

Fifteen-year-old Ronnie Clark gated well in 
the first moto and found himself in second place 
at the first turn behind holeshot artist and 
Honda rider Shayne Kendall, 17. Clark dogged 
Kendall for the next minute, then shot past him 
when Kendall bobbled on the "Ten Command- 
ments," a series of 10 man-made jumps. 

In the second 125 B moto, Clark shot into the 
lead before turn one. He was seriously chal- 
lenged only by a regular B-class winner, Jon 
Stewart. When Stewart crashed, Clark went on 
to win his first first-place on a big bike, He said 
he is finished as a mini racer. 

In the 125cc, 250cc and Open A classes, 
Kawasaki-mounted Isaiah Johnson, 16, and 
Suzuki-mounted Ryan Clark, 17, staged another 
of their spectacular duels. One of the two riders 
is almost certain to. win or finish second in every 
moto they race. On this day they were the fastest 
riders on the track: Each won a 125cc moto; 
Johnson won both 250cc motos, with Clark sec- 
ond in each; and Clark won both Open A motos, 
with Johnson second.

Martin marvelous at 
Whitney Motocross

American Suzuki / O'Neal-backed Jacob Martin 
made a splashy 125cc Texas debut at Lake Whit- 
ney Cycle Ranch, after officially retiring from 
minibike to the bigger mounts, taking both the 
125ec Intermediate and 125cc Open events by 
storm with a 4-moto sweep for the overall top 
spots in both classes. 

Martin claimed both holeshots in the com- 
bined 125cc Intermediate and Expert classes, 
‘running 1:39 to 1:42 minute laps. Fellow Inter- 
mediate racer Jeremiah Moore stay behind Mar- 
tin in both motos. Mike Battaile in his Expert 
debut ran third for most of moto one until Inter- 
mediate Shawn Smith passed him in the last lap 
in the start sweeper to finish third. 

Moto two had Martin once again blast off the 
gate out front. Expert Cody Wilks chased Martin 
into lap two in the number-two spot, with 
Moore third and Shane Shimabukuro in fourth. 











Moore passed for second in lap two, and then 
Shimabukuro fell in the esses just before the 
start of the next lap. Smith passed Wilks in the 
next lap, pushing Wilks back to fourth, but still 
first in the Expert class as they raced the laps 
down to the checkered flag. 

The 125cc and 250cc Open classes were com- 
bined with only Sprint Haynes and Keith Beaty 
racing the 250cc division of the event. Haynes 
nailed the holeshot, with 125cc Open rider Jacob 
Martin knocking on his back door. The whole 
race became focused on the two front runners as 
Martin tried to find a line on Haynes. 

^He pulled on me in the straights, but I 
caught him in the corners, ” said Martin, adding 
^] think if I can get the holeshot in the next moto 
I can beat him ^ 

Martin did just that, too, when both he and 
Haynes raced into the tower sweeper. Martin 
edged the lead out of the turn and opened the 
front door for the lead. With no one in his way, 
Martin flew around the course to take the 
checkered flag first and the overall win. 
Haynes still claimed the overall win for the 250 
division. €N

Superbike National Champion is actual- 
ly going to defend his title in 1996. 

Miguel DuHamel didn't scurry off to 
the airport, number plate in hand, 
knocking people over as he rushed to 
get the first international flight out of 
AMA racing bound for the shores of 
Europe and an awaiting Grand Prix or 
World Superbike race. Instead, 
DuHamel stuck around, signed a new 
contract, a few autographs, shared a 
beer with his team, and generally made 
the AMA Superbike paddock a happy 
place. He didn't bad-mouth the series, 
he didn't start speaking only in French, 
and he didn't depart in haste. Nope, 
DuHamel is staying put, at least for a 
few more years. 

When DuHamel signed his two-year 
contract on Sunday, he signed a com- 
mitment not only to American Honda 
and Smokin’ Joe's Racing, but also to 
what has arguably become the most 
competitive national road racing series 
in the world - AMA superbike racing. 
He made a statement: Hey, maybe the 
grass isn't always greener on the other 
side of the Atlantic. 

And despite the fact that they must 
now compete with DuHamel on the race 
track for another two years, the French 
Canadian's decision to stay had a posi- 
tive impact on the other team owners. 
They actually seemed to be as happy as 
Smokin' Joe's owner Martin Adams. 

Obviously, Adams gushed with 
pride after the race. “Miguel is the guy I 
started with, as far as having a real enti- 
ty. in superbike racing, and I hope he's 
the guy I finish with," Adams told me. 
^He is the consummate professional. He 
has the work ethic, the drive, the per- 
sonality, and the genes - he is the whole 
package. l've never met anyone like 
him..." 

Adams had every reason to spout 
such kind words. Not only does he have 
a great deal of affection for the diminu- 
tive French Canadian, but he had also 
just witnessed the completion of an 
absolute turnaround within his team. 
Gone was the complete disaster of a sea- 
son ago. His riders had just finished 
one-two in the final AMA Superbike 
National of the season, and his pride

But what about the other team own- 
ers? For years, we've been hearing that 
for the series to grow, the stars would 
have to stay. That the Troy Corsers of 
the world shouldn't be permitted to just 
come in, win a championship and then 
leave. In order for AMA Superbike rac- 
ing to be successful, racing fans have to 
be able to count on a few things, they 
said - namely star-quality riders. 

They have to be able to count on see- 
ing the Jamie Jameses, the Fred Merkels, 
the Doug Chandlers... And wouldn't it 
be peachy if they could actually see the 
National Champion on something other 
than their television set, his image being 
beamed in via satellite from some for- 
eign land. 

Okay, so DuHamel is a good start. 
He is the star of the series, and he's com- 
mitted to staying. Honda, with the help 
of the R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company, 
did their job. But if DuHamel is the 
foundation, then it's time for the other 
team owners to step up and build on it. 

And that's where we run into a little 
problem. 

DuHamel was easy. He's a winner. 
Honda knows that with him, they can 
win. And winning is still the bottom line 
with these teams. But what about the 
rest? 

On one hand the teams want to 
establish stars, riders who are commit- 
ted to staying in AMA racing. Riders 
who have either been there and done 
that, or riders who just aren't hell-bent 
on chasing a dream to another conti- 
nent. Riders like Jamie James, Thomas 
Stevens, and Fred Merkel, to name a 
few. 

On the other hand, these same teams 
need to win. And most of the time 
they've found that to win they need to 
discover a Corser, or a Colin Edwards - 
young up-and-comers who are really 
only using the series as a stepping stone. 

So these team owners tend to speak 
out of both sides of their mouth. The 
sport has to have stars, blah, blah, blah. 
But we've got to hire young Billy for the 
future, blah, blah, blah. Now it's time 
for them to either put up or shut up. 

There are riders here who are truly 
stars. James comes to mind right away.
